PRESIDENCY 


Professor Brodetsky the 
Only Candidate 


Tuesday was the last day for the reception of 
nominations for the Presidency of the Board of 
Deputies, which was rendered vacant by the resignation 
of Mr. Neville Laski, K.C. 

Only one candidate has been nominated for the office, 
Professor Selig Brodetsky, who will presumably, there- 
fore, be elected to the post at next Surday’s meeting of 
the Board. 


Palcor, the official news agency of the Zionist 
Organisation, included the following notice in its news 
bulletin of Thursday in last week: 

Professor Selig Brodetsky, member of the Executive 6f the 
Jewish Agency -* Palestine, has agreed to allow his name to 
be nominated for the Presidency of the Board of Deputies. 
An informal deputation consisting of a number of Zionist 
and non-Zionist members of the Board waited upon Dr. 
Brodetsky and urged him, in view of the war and the critical 
issues which confronted the Jewish Community, to allow his 
name to go forward for nomination as Pr&idént of the Board 
of Deputies in succession to Mr. Neville Laski. The elections 
will take place on Sunday morning, December 17, 1939. 

in reply to the deputation, Dr. Brodetsky said: “1 am very 
grateful to you for the great honour you have accorded me and 
for the confidence you have shown in inviting me to stand for 
this very important office. I believe that the Board of Deputies 
will have a. vital réle to perform in shaping the destinies of 
the Jewish people, especially at the end of the war when the 
Peace Conference will assemble. It is my. considered opinion 
that one of the most important duties of the. Board at the 
Present time is to unite all sections of British Jewry so as to 

roduce, in co-operation with the Jewish Communities of the 
Jnited States, Palestine, France, and other countries, a united 
Jewish front on all issues concerning the Jewish people. In 
order to achieve this result it would be necessary for the leader- 


ship of the Board to enlist the co-operation of all circles of 
Anglo-Jewry.”’ 
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DEVELOPING INDUSTRY 


Czech Jews Help to 
Win the War 


BOOST FOR BRITISH EXPORTS 
' Cutting Out the Germans 


Refugees are already playing an active part in our 
attempt to defeat Nazi Germany. The other day, writes 
a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative, .1 learned how they 
are helping to fight Germany economically. The main 
instrument in this scheme is the Committee for Develop- 
ment of Refugee Industries. 

Mr. Ernest G. Cove, the Secretary, told me how earlier 
schemes to help the transfer of Czech industries to this 
country had been stopped at the eleventh hour, first 
by the invasion of Czechoslovakia in March, and, 
secondly, by the war. When war broke out they were 
actually on the point of settling six industries in this 
country. Despite the war, however, they had got two 
industries started, and were negotiating finance for the 
four others. 

The industries were producing goods which had. not 


. formerly been made in this country, but had been 


made in Germany only. British traders could now go 
to the Balkans, for example, and could compete with 
Germany in fields which were formerly impossible. 
Thus, these refugee industries were helping to maintain 
Britain’s export trade, and taking away such trade from 
the enemy. 


The Treforest Trading Estate 


How British workmen were benefiting from the establish- 
ment of these industries was clearly shown to me. by the 
following. A factory which had recently been opened at 
the Treforest Estate in Wales had employed twenty British 
workmen for fourteen weeks before it was opened. On 
beginning production it would employ thirty people, and 
eventually 150. Mr. Cove showed me a list of thirty 
industries ready to start producing goods which would 
help to cripple Nazi Germany's export trade. 

The Committee also seek to introduce refugees to existing 
British firms willing to produce types of goods not now 
made here, and to help acquire the customers formerly 
served by the manufacturers before they became refugees. 

The support of Government departments was promised 
to a deputation from the Committee which recently waited 
on the President of the Board of Trade. 

The Chairman of the Committee is Mr. A. S. Comyns- 
Carr. K.C.. and members include Lord Cecil, Mr. Cyril 
Picciotto, K.C,, and the following M.P.s: Miss M. Lloyd 
George and Messrs. Vyvyan Adams, Wilfrid Roberts, James 
Griffiths, Duff Cooper, Victor Cazalet, William G. Cove, 
and Arthur Henderson.

Mr. Comyns-Carr’s Interest 


In a note to me, Mr. Comyns-Carr writes: “I am 
especially interested in this matter as a part of our war 
effort. For this it is essential that we shouid replace exports 
from what is now enemy territory as far as possible by 
exports from this country, both in those countries which 
will be cut off from their normal supplies by our embargo 
on German exports, and more particularly in those countries 
which, by reason of their geographical position, can still 
obtain them. | 

“Here we can obtain great assistance from those refugees 
who are in a position either to establish in this country 
industries producing special goods which are not made here, 
or to instruct existing British firms in their manufacture, 
or to introduce to their former customers British-made 
goods of any kind. We appeal to refugees with any of these 
qualifications to communicate with the Committee, and also 
British firms who would like to take advantage of their 


services. Qur Committee hopes to perform a use ul function 
|} by acting as a clearing-house in such cases." i 


THE KING RECEIVES 
M. MAUROIS _ 


** France’s Literary Ambassador 
to England ”’ 


When King George VI paid a visit to the British 
Expeditionary Force in France last week, one of the 
first of the accredited Press representatives. he received 
was the well-known Jewish author M. André Maurois, 
acting as the official French eye-witness. 

In war-time, as in pre-war days, and ds far back as 
the last war, M. Maurois is thus continuing his role as 
“ France's literary ambassador to England,” as he has 
been termed. During the last war, M. Maurois was also 
attached to the B.E.F. He has an intimate knowledge 
of Britain, and his books (which are believed to be more 
widely read in Britain than those of any other contem- 
porary French writer) have done much to foster mutual 
understanding. Among hits works are biographies of 
Shelley, Byron, and Disraeli, a “ History of England,” 
and “ English Studies... He is a member of the French 
Academy. 

Last month, M. Maurots was chosen to give the 
Armistice Day broadcast on the theme of the Franco- 
British alliance. 

M. Maurois recetved the rare distinction for a non- 
British subject of being created a K.B.B. in 1938. 


RACIALISM IN ITALY 
The Process “ Mutid” 


Signor Muti, the new General Secretary of the Italian 
Fascist Party, does not appear to be strongly attached to 
the racial regime inaugurated in the Party under Signor 
Starace, his predecessor. One of his first acts was to 
make the attendance at the lectures on racial problems 
organised by the Party voluntary. Jews who, according 
to the Italian ractal laws, have special rights in con- 
sideration of their services to the country and to the 
Fascist Party are also allowed now to wear the Fascist 
uniform if they are members of the Party. 

‘The uncompleted list of Jews who have been exempted 
from the provisions of the racial laws now amounts to 
2,801, out of a total of 8,641 applications for exemption. 
Those exenipted include members of families of Jewish 
soldiers who were killed or wounded in the Libyan War, 
the war of 1914-18, and the Ethiopian and Spanish 
campaigns, and Jews who did service to the Fascist 
cause. It is estimated that over 50 per cent. of Itahan 


Jews are technically eligible for exemption. 


A sum of 285,000 lire has been assigned by the 
Ministry of Education for the upkeep of Jewish schools 
The rest of the money needed for the mainterance of 
the Jewish schools has to be found by the Jewish 
Communities. 


“MERRY WIDOW” AUTEOR’S 


Concentration Camp Victim 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that Dr. 
Loehner-Bedas, the well-known humorous writer, has 
committed suicide in the Buchenwaid concentration 
camp. Dr. Loehner-Bedas, who was born in 1883 in 
Bohemia. was an active Zionist and founder of the 
“ Hakoah” Sports Club. He was arrested by the Nazis 
after the occupation of Vienna on a charge of taking 
part in Monarchist plots. 

Tragic irony is provided by the fact that Dr. Bedas 
was the librettist of Franz Lehar's. “The Merry 
Widow,” the operetta which has so often whiled away 
the tedium of the Fihrer.

A “REFORM BILL” 


Serious Challenge to Board’s 
Present Construction 


‘* TRAVESTY OF REPRESENTATION 
OR DEMOCRACY ” 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I have followed with much interest, and I believe 
with advantage, your comments from time to time on 
the state of affairs in Anglo-Jewry, and I have listened 
to your warnings of the probable consequences if our 
house is not put in order, and that speedily. 

No one whe knows anything of the “ organisation” of 
Anglo-Jewry and of its capacity to deal with its problems 
can be satisfied. Those who give thought to them must 
share your views. ) 

Anglo-Jewry produces to-day as capable men as it pro- 
duced in the past, probably more capable ones, but to-day, 
with few exceptions, they decline to concern themselves 
with the affairs of the Community. This may be partly a 
consequence of the opening to English Jews of the doors of 
the wider public life, but not altogether so. Moses Monte- 
fiore, Lionel de Rothschild. David Salomons, Lionel Cohen, 
to name only four of the Anglo-Jewish leaders of last 
century, were able to serve both the Jewish and the larger 
communities. 

A greater reason is probably the deterioration of Anglo- 
Jewish public life during the past two generations, the grow- 
ing intolerance, the incapacity to see or tolerate any point 
of view except’s one’s own, the denunciation of those whose 
opinions or actions do not agree with those of their. critics. 
Public service must in these circumstances be unpleasant, 
even painful, and can one be surprised if many who would 
otherwise be the natural leaders of Anglo-Jewry stand aside? 


Absurdities of Representation ” 


This brings me to the immediate purpose of this letter. 
The Jewish Board of Deputies has often been described as 
the Anglo-Jewish Parliament. If that ts so, it should be 
the representative body of Anglo-Jewry, and in reforming 
our constitution we need not go outside of it. Unfortu- 
nately, it is to-day representative only in the minds of those 


who do not know what the word “ representative ” means. ° 


In the first place, it is absurdly large, two-thirds the size 
of the House of Commons, growing year by year, with 
no upward: limit. As to its representative character, one 
may ask who has ever taken part in a contested election— 
the very basis of representation—for the Board? How 
many of its members represent constituencies in which 
they have never set foot? How many constituencies are 


there whose constituents, with perhaps the exception of one

or two individuals, have never knowingly seen their 
Deputies? Is this representation or democracy, or a travesty 
of the terms? There is less of democracy or real represen- 
tation in the present system than there was among the rotten 
boroughs of a century ago. 

The resignation of the Presidency of the Board by Mr. 
Laski, who has given more to the Community than the 
Community had the right to ask of him, presents an occasion 
for the reform of the Board which would make it at least 
to some extent representative, enhance its influence and 
dignity, which are rapidly diminishing and now depend not 
on its offices but on their occupants, and it is to be hoped 
attract to it some of those sons of Anglo-Jewry whose 
services are so badly needed. 

The ideal basis of representation would, of course, be a 
voluntary register of all adult Jews and Jewesses. This may 
not be practicable. But it should be considered. 


Obvious Improvements 


If the present system of representation, based on Syna- 
gogues and institutions, is to be preserved, there are some 
very obvious improvements possible. There should be some 
equalisation of constituencies, and anomalies such as 
Aberavon (Jewish population 46), Bangor (20), Aberdeen 
(50), Dover (16), Exeter (37), Dunfermline (too small to 
be given in the JewisH YEAR BOOK), Bournemouth (700), 
Portsmouth (800), Sunderland (950), Belfast (1,284), 
Southend (1,500), all with equal representation, one Deputy 
apiece, should be removed. Birmingham, with a Jewish 
population of 6,000, has two representatives. Leeds, with 
30,000, has nine. Glasgow. with 15,000, five. The obvious 
way out is the grouping of constituencies, for the total 
membership of the Board ought not to be increased, but 
on the contrary drastically reduced if it is to be made 
capable of its purpose. 

1 find also that although the Union of South Africa and 
Canada have their own representative Jewish bodies, they 
are also represented in London. In what respect, one must 
ask, can Melbourne or Capetown be usefully, nay, not harm- 
fully, represented on the London Board of Deputies, and 
‘what action can the London Board take in the interests of 
the Jews of Australia or South Africa? If such alleged 
representation were known or taken seriously, would i not 
be deeply resented in the Dominions? Surely it would 
be best from every point of view for some steps to be 
retraced and the Board to become again the Board of 
Deputies of the Jews of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
only. | 

These are, of course, merely suggestions for consideration 
by a committee appointed to revise the constitution. . 
Equalisation of constituencies would not alone make the 
Board representative. If there are never any contested 
elections, as at present, it will still consist merely — of 
nominees. 


~ Electors Must Take Interest 


To get over this difficulty. f would suggest that no one 
should be qualified to sit unless he had polled the votes 
of at least, say, a third of his constituents. This would force 
the electors to take some interest in the Board or alterna- 
tively lose representation on it. At these election meetings 
candidates might be encouraged to address the voters on the 
problems with which they have to deal 

Finally, to deal with the Deputy whose ambition is merely 
to have the title, completely careless of its responsibilities, 
I shes:td enact that three consecutive absences from meetings 
withou:. . very good reason, such as temporary illness or 
absence abroad, would vacate a seat. 

As I have said, these are intended only as suggestions to 
be threshed out with others by an ad hoc committee.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


A Deputies’ Request Turned Down 
NOT IN BOARD’S PROVINCE 


Miss Hannah F. Cohen, O.B.E., the President of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, presided on Monday after- 
noon over a meeting of the Board at 127, Middlesex 
Street, E. 

The meeting considered a letter received from the Board 
of Deputies inviting the Guardians to contribute £250 
towards the expenses of the Central Jewish Committee 
for Problems of Evacuation, set up by the Board of 

uties. 

he President pointed out that the Guardians had to 
decide whether they could depart from their practice and 
vote for a contribution to a new Committee set up by 
the Board of Deputies. 

Miss Nettie Adler, C.B.E.,, said that the work done by 
the new Committee from the religious side was extremely 
good and had been very well organised. Other members. 
however, pointed out that the religious side did not come 
within the province of the Board of Guardians, 

The Guardians decided to reply expressing their sympathy 
with the objects of the Committee and saying that their 
Board was not in a position to make a contribution, but 
that it was prepared to consider individual cases of poverty 
arising among the London cvacuees. , 

Miss Cohen reported that the Ministry of Health were 
‘making a monthly payment in respect of unoccupied beds 
at the Samuel Lewis Seaside Convalescent Home reserved 
for casualty cases under the Government's Emergency 
Hospital Scheme, and that the Board was receiving payment 
at the statutory rate under the Government evacuation 
scheme for twelve boys remaining at the Convalescent 
Home at Hove. 

The Executive Committee had considered a letter from the 
Chairman of the Boarding-Out Committee (Miss Cohen 
reported) expressing the view that ‘their work was now 
covered by the activities of School Care Committees and 
the Industrial and Health Committees of the Board. In 


these circumstances, they felt that the Committee should | 


be wound up. The Executive had concurred and had 
requested the President to write and express to Mrs. H. B. 
Lewis-Barned, its Chairman, the appreciation and thanks 
of the Board for the Boarding-Out Committee's services. 


UNION OF HEBREW AND 
RELIGION CLASSES 


More London Classes Reopened 
SERIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION 


Dr. L. V. Snowman, the President of the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, presided on Tuesday after- 
noon over a meeting of the Executive Committee at 
Woburn House. | 

A report on the work of the Joint Emergency Committee 
for the Religious Education of Jewish Children from London 
was given by the Director of Jewish Education, Mr. H. M. 
Adier, M.B.E., which was similar in substance to those 
which he has given at meetings of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board and the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education. (Both meetings wére reported in last week’s 
CHRONICLE.) 

Mr. Adler, referring. to the financial problem with which 
they were faced, said that as a result of the conference of 
Jewish Ministers which took place on the previous day (and 
which is reported elsewhere in this issue), it was decided that 
there should be an appeal for funds to enable them to carry 
on their work not only in reception areas but in London. 

Mr. Adler paid particular tribute to Mr. Isidore Fishman, 
the Education Officer of the Union, for his work. a 

Mr. Fishman gave an outline of the present position 
of the Union classés in London. In November, he said, 
of their fifty-eight classes no fewer than thirty-seven had 
reopened, and the average roll for the month numbered 
850 in London alone. The New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, 
headed the list with an average attendance of 100, Golders 
Green had ninety, Stoke Newington recently opened with 
fiftv-seven, and Hendon had forty-six. 

Dr. Snowman said at the present moment the Union was 
completely bereft of funds for use in London, and the extent 
of the continuation of their work in London would depend 
entirely upon the result of the new appeal. It would be 
an acid test for Anglo-Jewry as to the extent to which they 
cared for their own survival. 

Mr. Albert Jacobs, the Treasurer, in giving his report, 
stressed the gravity of the financial problem. '

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Victory of the Spirit 


“ For victory in battle standeth not in the multitude | 


of a host, but strength is from Him on high.” 
—TI Maccabees, 3, 19. | 


The lights of Chanucah have just been dimmed, but 
the exhortation of the Maccabean leader still rings in 
our ears. The achievements of the Maccabean warriors 
represent a triumph in the spiritual as well as in the 
material spheres of action. For never had Israel come 
so close to utter extinction as when the Greek rulers 
of Syria strove to submerge our ancestors without trace 
in the deep floods of Hellenism. For like other despots, 
ancient and modern, the ideal aim of the dominant 
power was to crush out all individuality, to create a 
uniform level of religious creed, of cultural life, of 
political. opinion. The State was the deity to be 
worshipped, and to this authority the wielders of brute 
force demanded that all must surrender their individual 
will, their intellect, their conscience. Against this denial 
of personal liberty of thought and action, against this 
mental and physical slavery, Judas Maccabeus fought 
and led his men to victory. History tells us that within 
the ranks of Israel there were at the time weaklings who 
were ready to bend the knee to the Baal of Hellenism, 
and thus betray their God, their faith, their sacred 
traditions. It seemed so much easier to them to submit 
to the prevailing heathen culture at the command of 
their rulers, for it ensured them the favour of the king 
with its attendant benefits. The victory of Chanucah 
preserved Israel from absorption and infused’ new life 
and hope into its vision of the future. 

The history of the feast thus marks far more than a 
hard-won success on the battlefield. The very existence 
of the ideals and teachings of Judaism had been at 
stake. It was a war of the spirit against soulless 
materialism; on the one side stood the defenders of 
freedom and humanity, and against them fought the 
preachers of intolerance and barbarism. “Not by 
might, but by My spirit, saith the Lord.” As a result 
of the Maccabean victory, the sublime teachings of the 
sacred Law, justifying the ways of God to man, once 
again became-the basis upon which Jewish life. was 
founded, and in the rays emanating from the Lamp 
of the Temple was seen the light shining through the 
darkness of the world’s problems. Thus Israel's Faith 
became invincible, and, at a little later period of our 
history, fortified Judaism against the power of the new 
creed that sprang from the loins of Israel. 

The parallel between then and now its complete. Once 
again the powers of darkness are striving to enthral 
mankind in the chains of bondage, to inflict upon the 
nations a system of rule that is the negation of. all right 
and mercy and justice. Solemn pledges, treaties of 
friendship, vows of co-operation in the cause of world 
peace—all these essentials to the nappiness and well- 
being of man—are cast. to the winds in the lust for 
conquest and domination. The evil doctrine of the 
ancient Syrian king against which our Maccabean 
ancestors raised the banner of rebellion again hangs 
like a dark cloud over the world to the destruction of 
all spiritual values; We seem to be passing through an 
eclipse of all those elevating ideals that are the basis 
of morality and humanity, leading to the renewed 
agony of Israel's suffering. The battle for civilisation 
and right and truth has reopened. Never will the sun 
of peace and true happiness rise for the world until 
the supremacy of spiritual religion nas become firmly 
rooted in all hearts. “I the Lord love justice. . Woe 


Learn to do well, seek justice, relieve the oppressed "— 
principles of this character must alone be the touch- 
stone of public life in international relations. “ Man 
liveth not by bread alone.’ The spiritual values and 
ideals of God's Law must be esteemed as the real 
essentials of man’s strivings rather than the material 
power and possessions upon which so many set their 
hearts. and that leads to so much envy and greed. and 
strife. Man must cultivate and practise those higher 
virtues that make earthly beings almost divine and draw 
them in a spirit of fervour even unto the throne of God 
in reverence and humility...We must school ourselves 
to think in terms of religious duty and to subordinate 
our own desires to the Will of God—aunless the civilisa- 
tion that man has constructed with such mighty labour 
is to perish, and the world falling inte the chaos of 
barbarism is to become an abode of wild beasts. Tradi- 
tion relates that upon the banner of the heroic Macca- 
beans were inscribed the words, “Who is like unto 
Thee. O Lord, among the mighty?” ‘This recognition 
of the presence of God in all phases of everyday life, 
this conviction that the true essence of religious teaching 
consists in regarding the power of the spirit as the 
supremely vital element in our existence, is the*most 
glorious ideal after which man can strive. And no 
ideal can be too high. ““ A man’s reach must exceed his 
grasp.” Humbly, quietly, persistently let us attempt to 
put the thought of the Divine into our daily tasks, to 
weave the love of God into the texture of our lives— 
for therein shall we prevail. |

Effect of the War 
WHAT WILL GOVERNMENT DO? 


{From our Correspondent-—JERUSALEM] 


Since the outbreak of war, about 3,000 legal Jewish 
immigrants and 2,300 refugees have reached Palestine, 
and another 2,500 persons are due io arrive with certi- 
ficates outstanding from the previous quota. The total 
number of new Jewish arrivals during the year ending 
September 30 was 35,000, compared with about ten to 
eleven thousand in each of the two preceding years. 

Unfortunately, the majority of people to whom certifi- 
cates had been granted out of the April-October 
schedule of 7,850 were still abroad on September 1, 
when the Nazis invaded Poland. Some 3,000 of them 
were inside the frontiers of the Reich; another 500 in 


Poland, and about 2,000 in neutral countries. Shipping 


difficulties of course arose, and the prospects for their 
arrival seemed small. 

The Jewish Agency Executive, however, according 
to its new Information Department, chartered an Italian 
liner for five voyages, and about 1,150 immigrants from 
the Reich have already arrived in two of its sailings. 
The Palestine Government posted two of its Immigration 
Department officers at Trieste to examine the visas'of 
prospective emigrants. 


Replacing Lost Polish Certificates 


The question of using the 500 unutilised immigration 
certificates which were lost when the Nazis and Bolsheviks 
carved up Poland has been under consideration by the 
Palestine Government at the instance of the Jewish Agency, 
and the Government has now courteously agreed to renew 
these 500 permits, as soon as it is ascertained that that was 
the actual number lost. It is hoped that a number of new 


certificates will be granted in January, and an advance 


may be received in the very near future. 


The main issue now confronting the Jewish people is . 


whether the British Mandatory Government will com- 

letely reverse the immigration policy which it has pursued 
idiearen, or whether it will adopt the policy of restrictions 
adumbrated in the May White Paper and reaffifmed by Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald in Parliament in July. 

It will be remembered that Mr. MacDonald then stated 
that no immigration quota would be granted for the period 
of October, 1939, to March, 1940, and in fact early in 
October the Patestine Gazette of Jerusalem contained an 
Order granting 500 certificates for non-Jewish immigrants, 
and none for Jews. The Agency is understood to have 
submitted representations on this matter both to the 
Palestine Administration and the Home Government. - 

According to information in Jerusalem, there are some 
500 to 600 Polish Jewish refugees in Rumania who are 
eligible for emigration to Palestine, some 2,500 chalutzim, 
and of course several hundreds of thousands of refugees in 
Lithuania, Latvia, and Hungary. The extent to which the 
immigration of large numbers of these people can be facili- 
tated will necessarily depend upon the trend of develop- 
ments. 


YISHUV’S FINANCIAL CRISIS 


No Help from Administration 
GOVERNMENT LOAN SHOULD BE RAISED. 
Hopeful Efforts in London 


{From a Correspondent) 


The economic life of Palestine is entirely under the 
direction and control of Whitehall. Yet Palestine gets, in 
fact, very little’ economic protection from the British 
Government. Anyone can dump goods into Palestine. Yet 
Palestine must accord equal treatment to all foreign States, 
irrespective of the restrictions those States impose on 
Palestine products. Very little has been done to remedy 
this abnormal position up to the present. 

The Palestine citrus industry now ands itself suddenly 
cut off from all markets. One country after another has 
stopped importing Palestine citrus products. In any case 
no transport is available for Palestine shipments, and the 
country will soon be choked with millions of cases of 
oranges. Nothing is being done to rectify this intolerable 
position. The Palestine Government remains passive. 

The internal economic position is also in a very bad way. 
Nothing is being done by the Palestine Government to help 
the banks in their hour of trial, or to assist industry by 
cheap credits, or to help to provide raw materials, or to 
rescue the citrus industry from the threatening collapse. 
The Treasury has still a considerable reserve fund, mostly 
invested in British and Empire securities. But the country 
is actually starving for credits. 

A demand is now being made .; London and Jerusalem 
that the Government should introduce a number of -urgent 
financial measures to relieve this grave internal situation. It 
is suggested. for instance, that the Palestine Government 
should issue at once an emergency loan of some two or three. 
million pounds, the money to be chiefly invested in public 
works of economic and strategic importance. Then again 
it is being urged that the Government ought to put part of 
its reserves in Palestine securities, so as to ease the position 
of the local financial institutions, which are able to offer 
first-class security. 


Emergency Loan Justified 


While the public débt per head in England is £150, in 
France £45, and in Holland £58, in Palestine it is only 
£3 10s. per head. It is therefore considered that the 


_jssue of such an Emergency Loan, which would end the 


present stagnation, is absolutely justified, and, being raised 
against the security of a country which is on the threshold 
of remarkable developnients, it should be perfectly safe. 

| understand that Mr. S. Hoofien, the General Manager 
of the Anglo-Palestine Bank, Ltd., who is at present in 
London, is busy with various schemes to alleviate “the 
economic hardship in Palestine. Working in close contact 
with the Zionist Executive and Mr. L. Istorik. the London 
director of the Anglo-Palestine Bank, he is negotiating with 
the Colonial Office, the Treasury, the Bank of England, and 
a number of leading financial institutions to whom 
memoranda on the position in Palestine and detailed 
plans for rehabilitation of the country’s finances have been 
submitted. 

There is hope that the British Government, and the 
City, will realise the growing importance of Palestine for 
the British Empire and the necessity in present circumstances 
of strengthening the country’s economic foundation. ‘The 
recent reports concerning the increased production in 
Palestine of potash, petrol, and other materials of vital im- 
portance for the prosecution of the war have made an 
excellent impression amongst the leading: political circles 
in England. 
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PALESTINE’S ECONOMY > 


The Pre-War Depression 
DIFFICULTIES NOW ACCENTUATED 


(From a Correspondent} 


Patnews of Tel-Aviv has published its fifth Economic 
Annual of Palestine. This issue covers the year 1938. ip 
some matters extending to March of this year. The Annua! 
consists of a number of essays on different aspects of 
Palestinian economics during the period under review and 
includes also a number of statistical tables taken from 
Government sources and miscellaneous information. 

One of these miscellaneous articles gives a short account 
of the six years’ activity of Haavara which, incidentally 
and unintentionally—for it is written in the form of a pxan 
of self-praise—confirms a good part of the criticism of this 
organisation. The writer states that 138 million marks, 
which he says is the equivalent of eight million pounds, were 
transferred to Palestine in the course of less than six years, 


but admits the immigrant. owners obtained the free use of 


less than five million pounds of this money. 

The more valuable and interesting chapters are the 
several that examine and evaluate the economic position It 
is to be regretted that these do not tell a very happy story. 
The Editor himself opens with the passage, “ During 1938, 
the undermining influence of the depression became 
sharper; on the one hand, the decline in the purchasing 
power of the country, which remained within certain limits 
during the first two years of the depression, became more 
accentuated; on the other hand, international tension, which 
in August, 1938, developed into a real war danger, caused 
a shrinkage in investment activities.” 


“ The Position is Very Grave ” 


This last passage is a very mild reference to the severe 
crisis of September, 1938. Since the end of last year the 
economic crisis and financial depression have increased 
considerably. 

In another chapter the reader is told that “ the position 
in agriculture is at present very grave™ and on the next 
page. that the total income in 1936/7 of the agricultural 
settlements (presumably only those of the Jewish Agency) 
was £865,000,. while the expenditure was £986,000, figures 
that are even less satisfactory when it is realised that at the 
most payments for rent or interest on loans were 
insignificant. 

In the orange industry, on which the writer, Mr. 
Tolkowsky, is one of those most competent to speak, the 
prospects are equally pessimistic, and this before the out- 
break of war made havoc of markets and raised other 
difficulties. 


PRE-WAR TRADE INCREASE 
Britain Tops the List 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSAL EM] 


In spite of a 200 per cent. reduction of Palestine’s exports 
for September, which showed the effects of the first month 
of the war and the Government's clamping down on 
certain types of export goods, the foreign trade of this 
country showed a notable increase during the first nine 
months of the year. 

Higher imports of grain, flour, iron and steel, and iron 
and steel manufactures were responsible for the increase in 
the first nine months, whilst increased exports were mainly 
due to citrus fruit and potash consignments. 5 

Great Britain resumed first place as a source of imports | 
by Palestinian purchasers, and retained that position as a 
market for our exports. Germany dropped to third place 
as an importer into Palestine. 

The, United Kingdom sold Palestine 17.1 per cent. of its 
total imports, and took in return 47.3 per cent. of total 
exports. 


JEWISH SHIPS TO PLY TO ENGLAND 
On National Service 


_ [From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


It is announced by the Palestine Maritime Lloyd, Ltd., 
that their two cargo steamers, the Har Zion and Miriam, 
formerly on the Haifa-Istanbul-Constanza route, are now 
to ply between Palestine, the United Kingdom. and Belgium. 
The outbreak of war considerably reduced the traffic on the 
line from Rumania, which was a transit country for pas- 
sengers to and from Poland, and another factor has been 
the decrease of citrus fruit and wood trade between 
Palestine and Rumania itself. The diminution of the build- 
ing trades in Palestine has brought about a drop in the 
imovortation of building materials. 

The two Jewish ships will be used in the citrus export 
trade to the United Kingdom, and will also carry general 
cargo between both countries. Each voyage will take two 
to two-and-a-half months. After the citrus season, the ships 
will ply between Eastern Mediterranean ports and England, 
and will also carry coal from the latter country to Belgium. 

As the ships are to be on British national service. the 
captains and wireless operators on both will be of British 
nationality, chosen by the Board of Trade. The remainder 
of the crews will be Jewish.

An Acute Necessity 
ANOMALIES TO BE REMOVED

Though the Jewish Agency is confronted with such 
serious political problems, the need for the internal 
reorganisation of this body nevertheless remains acute. 

It is admitted by all concerned that the present 
arrangement, whereby the Non-Zionists are in fact tak- 
ing no active part in the supreme body responsible for 
the up-building of Palestine, cannot continue much 
longer. Then again, besides the Non-Zionists, there are 
other groups of the Jewish National Movement who 
are still outside the “ mixed” Jewish Agency, the body 
specified in the Mandate as the political instrument of 
the Jewish people in Palestine matters, and therefore 
the custodian of Jewish rights in such connections. 
Those who are already seriously thinking about the 
supreme necessity for formulating the Jewish peace 
aims are very much concerned at the possible results 
if the present position is allowed to continue until 
world Jewry will have to make its contribution to a 
peace conference : 


Confusion of Descriptions 


Various suggestions and plans to correct the presen: 


, unsatisfactory structure of the organisation are being . 


much discussed in Zionist and other Jewish circles. I’ 
is felt that the terminology used in the constitution of 
the Jewish Agency, which divides representation between 
the Zionist Organisation, termed “ Zionists,” and certain 
vague masses Called the “ Non-Zionists,” is absolutely 
out of date. On the one hand, there are sections of 
Jewry working for and in Palestine who consider them- 
selves to be perfectly good Zionists, though they are 
outside the Zionist Organisation; on the other hand, 
any semblance of an organisation of groups of Jews who 
prefer to be called “ Non-Zionists ™ entirely disappeared 
with the death of Marshall, Felix Warburg, Oscar Was- 
sermann, and their friends. Those who remain are either 
their “executors” or do not represent anybody. In 
order to avoid any difficulties which might arise if the 
constitution of the Agency were to be changed in the 
present world upheaval, there is a suggestion that the 
Non-Zionist “fifty per cent.” should be redistributed in 
such a way as to admit not only .representatives of the 
existing central communal organisations in. Europe and 
America, such as the Board of Deputies in England, or 
the American Jewish Committee, but also such bodies 
as the Agudath Israel and the Revisionists. 


Revisionists as “ Non-Zionists ” ! 


__ Of course, it would be strange indeed for the Revision- 
ists to have to count amongst the “ Non-Zionists,” 
especially. as they were in the forefront of those who 
fought against the unhappy plan of a “ mixed” Jewish 
Agency. As far as the Agudath Israel is concerned, 
they would probably welcome the idea of a Non- 
Zionist label: which would distinguish them from the 
Mizrachi. | 

The Tel-Aviv daily, HAARETZz, discussing the plan, is 
rather sceptical. 
it would be better to. make an end of the distinction 
between Zionists and Non-Zionists, and for the Revision- 
ists to give up their separatist attitude and make it up 
with the parent body. | 

At any rate, the plan is very much under discussion, 
as part of the fundamental question of reorganising 
Jewish political representation—a question which is 
becoming more and more acute in face of the critical 


position of the world and the deepening misery of the 


Jewish position.

Little Republic’s Proud Record 


Crechs Against Germans. By Pumir Panetu. Nicholson 
and Watson, $s. 6d. 

Many books have already been written about the Munich 
Conference and the Czechoslovak crisis. It is now widely 
felt that these events were a fateful step in European history 
and that political publicists and historians will return again 
and again to these days 

Philip Paneth was able to follow the results of Munich 
at first hand, and he acquired detailed knowledge of the 
public life of the so-called Second Republic. Those who 
wish to follow the development of the Czechoslovak 
Republic up to Munich will find their information in other 
books. Pancth's book, while not claiming to be a political 
study of a deep nature, is chiefly concerned with recent 
events. At the same time, however, it presents a new and 
impartial proof of the democratic policy of the first 
Republic, giving a brief summary of the rights which the 
minorities had and paying special attention to the Jewish 
question. He furnishes proof of the freedom enjoyed by 
the Jews living in the Republic and of the support and 
help given to them by the Czechoslovak authorities after 
their oppression by the Nazis. 

fe again emphasises the historic fact that the Czech 
Government, although practically a vassal of the Reich, 
refused to apply anti-Jewish laws in a land of traditional 
religious and racial tolerance, and that it was left to the 
Nazi Government and Baron von Neurath, the “ Protector “ 
of Bohemia and Moravia, to lower the Czechoslovak Jews 
to the same level as those in the Reich. 

Paneth gives many examples of the brutal methods of 
the Gestapo in Bohemia: be writes about the sufferings and 


defiance of the Czech people. of their systematic sabotage,’ 


the censorship, the boycotting of all that is German, of the 
pressure brought fo bear on foreign newspaper corres- 
pondents, etc. 

His descriptions of the development of Slovakia after the 
proclamation of her “ independence ~ show what a disastrous 
effect her “ breakaway” has had upon her and how she 
is now entirely under the influence of Germany.

INTERNATIONAL POLITICS 
DEBUNKED 


Prof. E. H. Carr’s Brilliant Analysis 


The Twenty Years’ Crisis. 1919-39. An Introduction to 
the Study of loternational Relations. By Proressor E. H. 
CARR.

This book was. written before the commencement of the 
present war, but published after it. It ts a most notable 
piece of work. No man or woman seriously concerned 
to make a scientific approach to the understanding of the 
vital problems of our time is properly equipped without it. 

It is an atlempt to examine the fundamentals of law and 
politics in nations and to see what light is shed in that 
way upon the development of the present embryonic inter- 
national community. It is written with a pungency and 
astringency which is never allowed to distract attention from 
the austerity of the argument or analysis, but which makes 
it very human. It is challenging’ almost iconoclastic. 

Much of what has become the loose change of political 
discussion, especially in relation to intefnational! affairs. is 
exposed as the debased coinage Mr. Carr holds it to. be. 
That there is a natural. harmony of interests between classes 
and between nations: that international law can be dis- 
sociated fromi power: that there is greater morality in the 
satisfied Powers who fight a war to defend the status quo 
than. in the satisfied under-privileged Powers who fight a 
war to change it: these are one or two of the propositions 
that Mr. Carr analyses out of court. 

Not everyone will accept all his reasons or all his con- 
clusions, and many will find his final chapter a hard saying. 
But it is difficult not to concede that “it stands more 
directly in line of recent advance’ than visions of a world 


- federation or blue-prints of a more perfect League of 
Nations. These elegant super-structures must wait until . 
_ some progress has been made with digging the foundations.” 


Jesus: A Brocrapny, by Hugh. J. Schonfield (Duck- 
worth, 8s. 6d.), bases itself not only on the Gospels but 
also on uncanonical sources. The author of “ The History 
of Jewish Chiistianity ” again shows his acquaintance with 
a wide variety lof Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and Aramaic docu- 


ments.. His narrative incorporates many unfamiliar legends 


and traditions.

A NEW TEXTBOOK OF 


THE BIBLE 


Essentials of Bible History. By E. W. K. MouLp. 
Neilson, 15s.

Professor Mould, of Elmira College, U.S.A., has written 
an admirable introduction to the sources and character of 
Biblical literature which deserves to be warmly commended 
to students of both the Old and the New Testaments. His 
basic idea is to stimulate an intelligent understanding of 
the contents of the Scriptures througi: a precise knowledge 
of the life which produced and is reflected in the “ master- 
piece of all literature.” 

None will dispute his contention that no person can 
claim to be liberally educated who is ignorant of the most 
important product of the English language. 

The language Professor Mould employs is simple and 


. direct—as though the writer were lecturing to his class of 


students. This style will make it equally attractive to the 
general reader seeking instruction. As one would expect, 
Professor Mould is a convinced upholder of the most 
extreme schoo! of the Higher Criticism.. The books of the 
Bible are analysed and dissected like some patient on a 
surgeon's table, and they become a number of documents, 
often totally unconnected with each other and belonging to 
various authors and periods of time. As a result of this 
violent method, all traditional teaching upon their com- 
position, especially of the Pentateuch, is thrown to the 
winks, 

The textbook ends with a thoughtful review of the process 
by which the translated Bible became the most important 
book in the English language, which has moulded the 
inner character of the public institutions of the English- 
speaking nations. It has, moreover, become the beloved 
guide and spiritual companion of millions of human beings 
whom it has comforted and blessed in hours of sorrow and 
to whose rejoicing it has given utterance in the days of 
happiness and peace. |

ARNOLD ZWEIG’S EXTRACTS 
FROM SPINOZA 


Some Remarkable Inaccuracies 


Spinoza—“ Living Thoughts Series.” By A. Zwrio, 
Cassell, 2s. 6d.

The first part of this little book sketches the life, thought, 
and historical background of Spinoza. The second part 
consists of selections from the works of Spinoza, main|y 
from the “ Ethics” in the translation of R. H. M. Elwes 
(1883). 

The choice of passages is bably as satisfactory as the 
very limited space allowed. e first part, however, leaves 
much to be desired, even apart from its slightness. [t 
contains a remarkable number of inaccuracies. Bacon is 
described as the father of “ experiment in natural science ”: 
Galileo as “the founder of modern astronomy ”; Newton 
as the founder of “ physics with all its branches "; Leibnitz 
as the founder of “ higher mathematics”; and his “ monads ” 
are identified with “ions ”! 

The extent of Dutch toleration in the seventeenth century 
is exaggerated, and there is consequently a failure to appreci- 
ate the motive of the Amsterdam Jewish Community in 
attempting to bribe Spinoza into silence. Again, Spinoza 
did not write “exclusively in Latin’; his excommunication 
was not pronounced in “the beautiful Portuguese Syna- 
gogue ” (which did not exist then), and the friend who was 
present at his death was not Meyer, but Schuller. 

Most extravagant and groundless is the suggestion that 
Spinoza’s conception of God and Nature was in some 
mysterious way the sublimation of his early resentment 
against his father on account of the death of his young 
brother: and the doctrine is made to fit the suggestion. 


AN EVERYDAY PHILOSOPHY 
Samuel’s Penguin ”’ 


Beier AND ACTION is the title of a delightful little book 
which Viscount Samuel has contributed: to the Pelican 
sixpenny series. First published in 1937, this is a most wel- 
come addition to the best works at the cheapest price. In 
it the author sets forth what he calls “an everyday philo-— 
sophy,” tackling with clarity and common sense those 
puzzling contradictions and stupendous problems of modern 
life which thrust themselves upon the ordinary man, how- 
ever loath he may be to have to think about them. Lord 
Samuel has that rare quality in a philosophic writer of 
pursuing his orderly lines of thought with apparent delight, 
and the still rarer quality of expressing them in a way to 
delight the reader.

IN MEDIEVAL ENGLAND 


Jewesses as Financiers 


Jews of Medieval England. By the Rev. Micharc Apter, 
DS.0. Jewish Historical Society of England.

The Jew’s position in medieval English society can be 
brought into a clear focus by the detailed study of indivi- 
dual persons and communities, and by the investigation of 
specific problems. The present book contains a very valu- 
able collection of essays incorporating work of this type. 
They represent the research of many years, and all students 
of medieval English history owe gratitude to Mr. Adler for 
a most substantial contribution to knowledge. 

Of the six essays included in the book, two relate to the 
history of local Jewish communities—at Canterbury and 
Bristol. One traces the complicated relations between King 
Henry Ill and the eminent financier Aaron of York, and 
one, which contains a number of Jewish documents from 
the archives of St. Paul’s Cathedral, makes a notable addi- 
tion to the steadily growing series of such records available 
in print. 

the two remaining essays are of more general interest. 
One of them, which describes the position of the Jewish 
woman in medieval England, reconstructs a_ singularly 
interesting piece of social history. The names of Jewish 
women continually recur in the records with which the 
student of English society under the early Angevins has to 
deal. He is generally content to leave them as anomalies. 

Mr. Adler has brought out with abundant documentation 
not only the honourable place which the Jewish woman 
held in the community to which she belonged, but also the 
important part played by Jewish women as independent 
financiers in the economic system of the twelfth and thir- 
teenth centuries. 

-The last essay in the book, which tells the strange story 
of the London Domus Conversorum, will interest the record- 
searcher in another way, for the chapel of this institution 
was used for centuries as a store-house for the rolls of the 
Chancery, and the Public Record Office now occupies its 
site. 

‘ike all careful studies of individual problems, these 
essays throw light on general history. The large volume of 
the financial business transacted by Jewish hands ts con- 
vincingly shown by the details which Mr. Adler has brought 
together about the communities at Canterbury and Bristol. 
The article on Aaron of York illustrates not only the scale 
of an individual financier’s Operations, but also the lack of 
any consistent policy in the dealings of the Crown with the 
capitalists who were its chattels. The factors which led to 
the Expulsion: become clearer when they are considered in 
relation to the history of definite local Jewries in the pre- 
ceding decades. 

Mr. Adler’s book deserves the attention of all who are 
interested in the realities of English social organisation at 
the height of the Middle Ages. 


HUMBERT WOLFE POEMS 
The Mask and Behind 


Out of Great Tribulation. New Poems by HUMBERT 
Wore. Victor Gollancz, Ltd.. 7s. 6d

‘In giving this title to his new collection of poems, many 
of them “ published over a period of years,’ Mr. Humbert 
Wolfe surely meant it to stand as a signpost. “ This is he, 
who has come out of great tribulation,” he writes. “ Lay 
your hands over these eyes. They do not wish to see either 
the sorrow or the glory.” “I only ask to be allowed to 
keep unpierced the mask behind whose close and changing 
covers | hid myself from foes and lovers.” There is a 
danger in a mask, and he knows it: “There will be no 
soul, brother, but only in the dusk,. faintly discerned, 
another and more sardonic mask.” 

But this beok has pierced the mask, and there has been 
self-revelation, as in the splendid poems “ Bradford,” “ The 
School,” “Another Way,”: and “Countryman’s Winter.” 
“ Honour (if there be honour) where honour is due,” he 
writes, “I have. written as I could. I have no fear of 
judgment if I failed.” 


Mr. Wolfe has some lovely poems in this book, “ The 


Light-Footed,” “ Two Obols,” “ Extreme Diamond,” “ You 
Must Not Ask,” “The Rib of Adam,” .“ Light Balances 
Only On Light,” “The Launch,” “ Winter,’ “ George V,” 
and “As the Starlight Exceeds.” 

This book has added a good deal to Mr. Wolfe's already 
considerable stature as a poet. J] only wish that Mr. Wolfe 
being a Jew would find in his next book a little Jewish 
imagery to take the place of the ever-recurring Christological 
allusions in this present book. 


For WAYFARING MEN (6d.) is the illustrated annual report 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. The colporteur 
in North Germany reported that his work had grown more 
difficult, “So much ignorance, superstition, mockery, 
and blasphemy are to be met with, and at the same time so 
much trouble, anxiety, and fear. Often to offer a Bible 
is enough to call forth a storm of angry words: * No, we

Dr. Parkes’ Masterly Work 


The Jewish Problem in the Modern World. By the Rev. 
Dr. JAMES PARKES. Thornton Butterworth. 2s. 6d. 


The many services which Dr. Parkes has rendered to the 
Jewish Community are enhanced by his latest contribution 
which has just appeared in the Home University Library. 

Few people to-day can write with such authority on the 
Jewish question as Dr. James Parkes. Here, in a nutshell, 
is a short history of the Jewish people, a discussion of the 
problems which face them to-day, and an attempt at their 
solution. Throughout the book one is struck not only by 
the vast knowledge shown by Dr. Parkes but also by the 
objectivity with which he is able to regard this most dread- 
ful of problems—the emergence in a world professing to 
be Christian of an attitude towards a certain section of its 
fellow-citizens for the parallel of which one has to go back 
to the darkest of dark ages. 

The greatest enemies which the Jews have to fight are 
prejudice and ignorance. Prejudice it is almost impossible 
to eradicate, and the anti-Semitic mind is based on prejudice. 
But ignorance can be eradicated—that is, if the mind is 
receptive. It 1s difficult to understand any mind possessing 
the elementary Quality of decency which would not react 
favourably after a careful perusal of this admirable book. 
_ The solution of the problem which Dr. Parkes propounds 
is In some ways 4 counsel of perfection. He lays great 
stress on the importance of a change of heart among the 
people of the world. Such a change of heart, however, 
can only come with the spreading of knowledge of what the 
Jew is, why he is, and what he means: and it can-only be 
attained by the publication and world-wide circulation of

AN AMAZING CAREER 
From Paper Boy to Foreign Office 


Westering. By ROWLAND KENNEY. Dent, 10s. 6d.

Mr. Rowland Kenney has written an autobiography of 
uncommon interest both as regards his own personal histor, 
and the public events with which he came into contact. 
Born in a little Yorkshire village, he began to earn his own 
living as a newspaper boy at the age of ten, and ultimately 
obtained a position in the Political Intelligence .Department 
of the Foreign Office, which he has held for nearly twenty 
vears. ‘Between his first and his present occupation he 
had a very varied career, in the course of which he was a 
factory worker, chain-horse lad, farm-hand, cobbler, carter, 
navvy, pedlar, commercial traveller, bookseller, publisher, 
and journalist. 

After the last war he was appointed a member of th 
British mission that was dispatched to Poland in order to 
prepare material for submission to the Peace Conference. 
ahd the chapters dealing with his experiences in Poland 
when the new republic was just emerging from chaos will 
be found to possess a melancholy interest in view of the 
tragedy that has now befallen it. Mr. Kenney’s mission 
included an investigation into the pogroms that disgraced 
the renaissance of Poland, but his reference to this matter 
is hardly satisfactory. He writes: “1 was shown one list 


of pogroms which included a considerable number of cases — 


of ordinary back-streét quarrels.” 

As I investigated these pogroms myself on the spot, and 
discussed the Jewish question in Poland at the time. with 
Mr. Kenney in the Hotel Bristol in Warsaw, I can testify 
that the list of pogroms was long and real enough without 
including a single case of “ back-street quarrels.” 

But this is only one of a multitude of matters touched on 
in this absorbing chronicle. Unfortunately it comes to an 
end in 1920, when Mr. Kenney got his appointment in the 
Foreign Office, but he adds a few chapters revealing some- 
thing of his inner life. : ;

Let the Record Speak. By DorotHy THompson. Hamish

Dorothy Thompson (Mrs. Sinclair Lewis) has here 
collected some of the brilliant articles on world affairs which 
she regularly contributes to the New York HERALD TRIBUNE. 
To these papers are added a few broadcasts and speeches, 


all commenting on European events from the spring of. 


1936 to the spring of 1939. Their literary distinction: and 
lucidity of exposition, their progressive outlook and moral 
idealism may remind British readers of the utterances of 
Sir Norman Angell. It is well that, in times like the present, 
public opinion on both sides of the Atlantic should be 
influenced by writers who never forget the deeper issues 
underlying contemporary happenings. 

If there appears in these pages frank criticism of England 
and France, it is directed only against the former policy of 
so-called “ appeasement.” The significance of Mr. Winston 


Churchill’s speeches (published in America under the title © 


“While England Slept”) was immediately recognised, and 
the news of Britain's awakening in the spring of this year 
acclaimingly recorded. Dorothy Thompson's robust 
championship of American ideals has always made her an 
advocate of President Roosevelt's policy and an opponent 
of “isolationism.” From the same patriotic zeal comes 
her detestation of Nazism and all its abominations. 
Among the most moving articles here are half a dozen 
protesting against the German pogroms and bespeaking 
sympathy for the refugees. Her constant theme is the 
indissoluble connection between democratic freedom and 
world-wide human brotherhood. 


BRITAIN, PALESTINE, AND 
THE JEWS 


The British Consulate in Jerusalem in relation to the Jews 
of Palestine, 1838-1914. Edited by A. M. Hysss-o~n for 
the Jewish Historical Society of England.

The story of the direct interest taken by the British 
Government in the welfare of the Jews in Palestine began 
one hundred years ago and is graphically set out in the 
Foreign Office documents, of which Part I (to the year 18461) 
is now published for the Jewish Historical Society under the 
expert editorship of Mr. Albert M. Hyamson. 

The first Consul, Young, was sent to Jerusalem in 1838 
by Viscount Palmerston The Consuls found it no easy 
job to perform their task of protecting the local Jews. who 
were, as a rule, Turkish or Russian subjects. The constant 
friction between the Rabbis and the Anglican missionaries. 
the unfriendly attitude of the Russian Government, the 
hostile policy of the Sublime Porte and the local Pashas. 
added to the internal quarrels of the Jews themselves—all 
helped to raise difficult problems for the English representa- 


tives. Of these the most outstanding was James Finn. a 


Hebrew scholar and enthusiast, who occupied the post in 
Jerusalem from 1845 to 1862. ! 

Both Young and Finn strongly supported schemes for a 
large immigration of Jews from Eastern Europe, and the 
Home Government also showed their interest

THE ENEMY 


Youth Sentenced for Theft 


OFFICER’S UNIFORM STOLEN 


When Trevor Edward Williams (cighteen), of Erding- 
ton, was sentenced at Birmingham last week to six 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour for stealing an 
R.A.M.C. officer's uniform and a quantity of books 
from the Birmingham Public Library, it was stated by 
the prosecution that Williams had been carrying on a 
highly dangerous correspondence with enemies of the 
country. In his bedroom, on the walls of which were 
pictures of Hitler and Géring, were found the uniform, 
a quantity of Nazi propaganda, letters to Germans, a 
German short-wave radio guide, Fascist propaganda, 
and Nazi Government documents. | 

Williams had worked in a key industry connected with 


the manufacture of acroplanes and submarines, it was: 


added. The firm had missed two confidential docu- 
ments, and Williams had a key fitting the chief clerk's 
desk.. There was no evidence, however, that Williams 
had stolen them. 

Superintendent Baguley. of the Birmingham C.1.D., 
said that Williams had written to people in Germany, 
including Dr. Résel, a Nazi agent in Britain who had 
been expelled, and to Baroness von der Goltz. “His 
mind is saturated with Nazism,” the inspector added. 
“Anyone who got in touch with him could use him as a 
useful tool in this country.” 

It was stated that Williams had been a member. of 
“The Link.” 


BELLICOSE FASCISTS 
~. Russia as the Enemy 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Every tuume | attend a Fascist meeting nowadays |! 
am struck with the bitter annoyance and sharp regret 
that consumes the Fascists. This war against Nazi 
Germany is something that they donot yet seem fully 
to have comprehended. It has upset their plans. They 
are the avowed enemies not of Nazism but of 
Communism. If there is to be war, they imply, then 
let it be against Russia, and not Adolf Hitler's Reich. 

ACTION recently made this most clear when it stated: 
“ The fact, the damning fact, is that not Germany but 
Soviet Russia is the enemy to be feared.’ And the 
Fascist speaker at Finsbury Square, E.C., echoed this 
last week, when he said: “The greatest enemy the 
British people have to face ts Russia, not the new 
Germany.” Implicit in those words is the desire for 
accommodation with Nazism, the detter to organise a 
war against Russia. The slogan “ Mosley for Peace ™ 
is apparently being put m cold storage. The speaker 
attributed the present war to the machinations of “ inter- 
national financiers, some of whom find their way to 
Palestine.” 

He then went on to a description of the trials and 
tribulations that the Britssh people were undergoing 
during the war. This was the “ Socialist” part of the 
“ National Socialist” programme; and the effect it pro- 
duced was typified by the remark one listener made: 
“This Blackshirt ts talking Communism.” It actually 
was an example of Socialist demagogy in real Nazi style.

Richard Houston (thirty-six), described as a painter, 
of Hornsey Road, Holloway, and Stephen John Higgins

Peg for Anti-Semitic Propaganda 


PROVINCIAL DEPUTIES’ OPPORIUNITY - 
FOR JEWISH DEFENCE 


Mr. Barnett Janner, in a conversation with a representative 
of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE, put forward one or two points 
concerning the general Jewish evacuation problem and its 
interconnection with Jewish Defence which seem to deserve 
careful consideration. 

Friction, which has greatly exercised the minds of the 
autnorities, has occurred in certain country reception areas 
by the sudden impingement of the townsman’s ideas and 
habits on those of the countryman. The resultant mutual 
antagonism 1s a phenomenon certainly not confined to places 
where Jewish evacuees are billeted. But. warned Mr. Janner, 
the danger was that the anti-Semitic agitator would attempt 
to turn the situation to his own base advantage by cunningly 
Suggesting that any trouble was due to “ Jewish” rather 
than to general differences between town ‘and country life. 
Country folk, with only vague ideas about Jews, might thus 
easily be persuaded by the pro-Nazis that their evacuee 
guests were a maleficent influence. Thus, the way would 
be paved to an increase in anti-Semitic feeling. 

A solution, said Mr. Janner, might be found by an intensi- 
fication, instead of the lessening, of the Defence campaign. 
Jewish speakers and lecturers should be sent into the recep- 
tion areas, not necessarily always where there were Jewish 
evacuees, in order to show the people that Jews were normal 
people like themselves, and not the ogres they were led 
to believe. 

it was in this type of work, Mr. Janner continued, that 
the Provincial Deputies could excel—and at the same time 
justify the Board of Deputies and their own membership of 
that Board. The usual Provincial Deputy was, as distinct 
from many London Deputies, a man who had spent most 
of his working life among non-Jews (because of the fact 
that he lived in a much smaller Jewish Community) and he 
could. therefore, make a better approach to the non-Jew. 
Of course, he had also the advantage of easier access as 
a rule to the small reception areas and villages. 


Dig for Victory 


Mr. Janner concluded with a plea also that Jews become 
“allotment-minded and join their fellow-citizens in the 


campaign to “dig for victory.” The comradeship 
engendered by the friendly rivalry of vegetable growing and 
working at Mother Earth was an efficient killer of the 
poisonous weed of anti-Semitism.

THE JEWS OF FINLAND 


A writer in the Forwarp (New York) gives a descrip- 
tion ef the Jews in Finland and of their readiness to 
fight together with the Finns for the freedom of their 
country. 

Young and even elderly Jews, he says, are anxious to 
join the ranks of the army in the defence of their country. 
The number of Jews in Finland is smail, perhaps no more 
than about two or three thousand. Jewish settlement in 
that country is comparatively recent. [The earliest records 
seem to be from 1772,] Under the Tsarist regime, excep- 
tional difficulties were put in the way of Jews who wanted 
to stay in Finland. 

Jewish Communities have been formed in three cities, 
Helsingfors, Viborg, and Aba. While originally the few 
Jews there had a hard struggle, their economic position 
has rapidly improved in the last twenty years. Jews have 
developed important industries in the country, and it is 
generally admitted that it was they who developed Finland's 
clothing industry. | 

The standard of living of the Finnish Jews is good, and 
one rarely sees a really poverty-stricken Jew there on the 
level found in other parts of Eastern and Central Europe, 
the writer continues. But the. Jews in general live 
unostentatiously. and another feature that distinguishes 
them is their kindness and hospitality. They are, indeed, 
says the writer, very good Jews. They do everything possible 
to give assistance to those who need it, and they give 
generously. Practically all of them are Zionists, and they 
make handsome contributions to the Zionist funds. Yiddish 
is the usual language of the majority. — 

It is not surprising, the writer concludes, that the Jews 
are devoted to the country in which they are able to live 
quietly and peacefully and that they are only too eager 
to defend it and its freedom with their very lives. 


MATTER FOR CHRISTIANS 


Anti-Semitism is not only the voncern of the Jews 
but must be fought jointly.by Jews and Christians. Such 
is the opinion of the Rev. Dr. Everett R. Clinchy, 
Executive Director of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews in the U.S.A, 

“Whatever happens to Jews in the coming twenty-five 


years will happen to Christians also,” Dr. Clinchy declared 


“ If civil liberties are denied to Jews in the United States, 
the same liberties will be denied ‘to Christians. Anti- 
Semitism. is not a Jewish problem; it is a disease which 
Protestants, Catholics, and Jews must study and cure for 
their collective safety.” These sentiments were echoed 
Dr. Salo W. Baron, of the History Department, Columbia 
University, when he said: “ We all know that anti-Semitism 
It can only be combated by 
the Christians. Anti-Semitism is no longer an attack on 
the Jew but an attack on progressivism mn America.” ‘ 

Commending these views, which it quotes, the Toc (New 
York) refers also to the Pacis newspaper Le JOURNAL, which 
has recently declared that Hitler's downfall would be due 
to his racialism. Therefore, it advises, the French Govern- 
ment must concentrate its entire propaganda on ant- 
racialism. All peoples which strive to live a life of liberty 
must be against Nazi racialism, England and France, the 
paper suggests, should issue slogans ridiculing Hitlers 
racial theory as well as his basic theory But, the [0G 
adds, the Jews themselves must stand up for their rights. 
It was not enough to fely only on others to do it for them, 
though there could be no doubt that the persecution of 
the Jews by non-Jews was a problem essentially for Gentiles.

INTERGOVERNMENTAL FAILURE 


The failure of the conference of the Intergovernmental 
Committee for Refugees. at Washington is commented 
upon in the YippisHe StimMe (Kaunas). The account 
of the conference and its resu'ts had not reached some 
of the countries in Eastern Europe till very recently, 
and now that they know what happened at Washington, 
the paper says, the Jews cannot but voice much 
disappointment. 

A year ago, it goes on, great hopes were raised in Jewry 
by the convening of the international conference at Evian. 
It was then hoped that in view of the situation and having 
regard to the fact. that the President of the United States 
had taken the initiative in doing something to relieve the 
tragedy, some good results would ensue. Unfortunate!:., 
as is known, nothing eventuated from Evian. Although 
there was a great deal of talk behind closed doors and much 


sympathy was expressed, nothing practicable was achie\ ed. 


Not one Government declared its readiness to open the 
gates for the refugees. After that, little further aitention 


was given to the Committee’s activities. 


When, however, it was announced, after the outbreak 
of the war, that the Intergovernmental Committee would 
confer at Washington, new hope arose. But alas, the 
Washington Conference yielded no better results than the 
meeting at Evian and the subsequent talks in London. It 
appears that there is nothing more to expect from the Inter- 
governmental Committee for Refugees, concludes the p7per.

FANNING THE FLAMES IN 
SLOVAKIA 


Many Jews Arrested 


The Slovak Government has been organising anti- 
Jewish exhibitions throughout the country in order to 
prove to the Slovaks, who are getting tired of Nazi 
domination and propaganda, that Germany deserves 
their thanks for combating the “ Jewish menace,” In 
connection with the exhibitions, the anti-Semitic 
Minister of Propaganda, M. Sano Mach, has been 
touring the country and telling the people that all their 
sufferings—the Nazis notwithstanding—are due to the 
The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG says that the Government 
has tabled a declaration in Parliament calling for the 
removal of Jews from national life. ? 

Following the strong growth of anti-Nazi feeling, the 


Jews are being arrested in Bratislava and other towns — 
‘on charges of “sabotage.” The NATIONAL-ZEITUNG, of 


Essen, states that the Jews are conducting anti-German 
propaganda, and says that seventeen persons, most o! 
whom are Jews, have been arrested at Lentschau for 
affixing posters with subversive inscriptions. 

Karmasin, the Secretary of State for the German 
minority, is said to have asked the Nazi Government in 
Berlin to send a large force of S.S. men to suppress the 
alleged revolutionary activities of the Jews, Slovaks, and 
Czechs. His action was due to the discovery that many 
Slovak shops had removed notices forbidding Jews to 
enter and that in a number of provincial towns anti- 
Nazi Slovaks had fraternised with the Jews and Czechs 
and protested against the drafting of Jews into forced 
labour battalions. 


RUMANIAN CITIZENSHIP REVISION 
225,000 Jews Now Stateless 


The result of the long-drawn-out Government 
revision of Jewish citizenship papers has now been 
announced. 392,174 Jews, or 634 per cent. of all those 


-whose applications were examined by special courts, 


have been admitted to be of Rumanian nationality. 
225,522 Jews, or 364 per cent., have been deprived of 
their Rumanian nationality. The measure was one 
introduced by the Goga Government and never revoked, 
‘Jews who have lost their nationality will be allowed 
to continue to live in the country under certain 
restrictions. 

Three points about the revision are particularly worth 
First, the official statement gives the total of 
Jewish inhabitants as 750,000. Yet the anti-Semites had 
persistently alleged that there were at. least 2,000,000 


Jews. Secondly, the figures show. that it is mainly the’ 


families with few children—that is, the wealthier Jews— 
who have been recognised as citizens. The poorer Jews 
found it difficult to obtain all the necessary documents;, 
and the forms were so complicated that they could 
hardly be filled in without legal aid. 

Lastly, the anti-Semites—even State officials——had 
claimed that most of the Rumanian Jews had bought 
false naturalisation papers. Yet according to the 
Government. figures, only. 8,420 applications were 
refused because “ the applicants hadobtained naturalisa- 
tion papers by fraud or by mistake.” Eight thousand 
out of two hundred thousand apparently meant * most 
when it applied to Jews... 


DUTCH POLICE CONFISCATE ANTI- | 
SEMITIC PAPER 


The Hague police have confiscated the last issue of 
the anti-Semitic fortnightly MisTHooRN (“ Foghorn”), 
which is published by an organisation working in close 
contact with the Nazi anti-Jewish news service, the 
“ Weltdienst,” of Frankfort. 


Confiscation of the paper followed the intervention 


of two prominent Dutch Jews, Dr. I. Van Creveld, an 
Amsterdam Justice of the Peace, and Dr. H. Sanders, 
President of the Rotterdam Jewish Community, with 
the new Dutch Minister of Justice, Professor Gebrandy. 


The Jewish representatives urged that the Government 


Should take energetic steps to suppress the growing wave 
of anti-Semitism. 


SOUTH AFRICA—German settlers in South Africa have 
formed at Johannesburg a party whose main objects are 
“the unrestricted fight against National Socialism” and 
support of the South African Government. eo 

Mr. Edgar Henochsberg, of Durban, aged 46, lias been 
appointed K.C.—the first Jewish K.C. to be appointed 
in Natal. He qualified in Durban as an attorney, and during 
the war of 1914-18 served on the Western Front from 1915 
until Armistice, rising from the ranks and being granted a 
commission. Returning to South Africa in 1919, he resumed 

iS legal career, and qualified as a lawyer in 1923. For a 
Short period in 1930 he was a judge of the Native High 
Court, and was then the youngest judge on the South 
African Bench. Mr. Henochsberg has been an active 
worker in local Jewish affairs in Durban, and was at one 
ume Chairman of the Durban Jewish Club. 


VILNA BACK TO NORMAL 
Regulating Refugees’ Position 


Life in Vilna is now back to normal, says the Jewish 

elegraphic Agency, and there is no longer a shortage 
of bread or other foodstuffs. Thousands of refugees 
are particularly grateful to the Lithuanian authorities 
for their liberal treatment and for the consideration 
shown to their problems. 
_ A Bill regulating the position of the refugees was 
introduced in Parliament last week. It provides for the 
establishment of a special Government refugee depart- 
ment authorised to distribute relief, issue residential 
permits, and take measures against illegal refugees. 
Persons helping refugees to enter Lithuania illegally are 
liable to be sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and 
to a fine not exceeding £200. Undesirable refugees are 
to be interned in special camps and may be compelled 
to do forced labour. Similar measures may be applied 
to foreigners who cannot be deported on account of the 
war situation. 

A Lithuanian leader in Vilna, M. Stasis. has issued 
a Press statement emphasising the necessity of Lithu- 
anian-Jewish co-operation and praising Jewish loyalty.

JEWS IN THE U.S. NAVY 
Religious Services for the Middies 


Religious services for Jewish midshipmen at the 
United States Naval Academy are being held for the first 
time in the ninety-one years’ history of the famous 
naval training school, as the result of the efforts of the 
Annapolis Lodge of the B'nai B'rith. 

As all midshipmen are permitted to attend any house 
of worship they choose on Sunday mornings, their only 
free time, the Annapolis Lodge arranged with Rabbi 
Eliezer Cohen, the spiritual leader of the Congregation 
Knesseth Israel, to hold a special Sunday morning ser- 
vice in the Synagogue every week for the Jewish middies 
under the Lodge's sponsorship. 

And now the forty midshipmen attend the special 
Sunday service in a body, marching from the Naval 
Academy in dress uniform and in naval formation. 


STUDENT SURVEY SHOWS NON-JEWISH 
FRIENDLINESS 


But Majority Oppose Inter-Marriage 


The majority of non-Jewish college students are 
friendly towards Jews and bitterly condemn Hitler's 
anti-Semitic programme, but at the same time oppose 
inter-marriage. These facts were brought out by a 
survey conducted among 2,000 non-Jewish students in 
twenty-one different colleges by Rabbi Ralph Blumen- 
thal, of Huntington, West Virginia, who reports on his 
experiment in the December issue of the NATIONAL 
JewtsH MONTHLY. 

When asked: “ Would you marry a Jewish person?” 
27 per cent. of the students answered yes; 57 per cent. 
no: and 16. per cent. were uncertain. When asked 
whether they approved of inter-marriage between Jews 
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and Christians, 33 per cent. said yes; 60 per cent. no; 
and 7 per cent. were uncertain. Religious difference 
was given most often as the cause for these attitudes, 
although a large number opposed inter-marriage because 
they considered that the differences in cultural back- 
ground, such as customs, ideals, and traditions, would 
prove obstacles to happiness. Some were opposed 
because they had no wish to endure unpleasant social 
consequences; others, because they believed that children 
of mixed marriages would suffer. 

When asked what their attitude would be towards a 
Jewish family that moved next door to them, 19 per cent. 
reported a favourable attitude; 19 per cent. unfavour- 
able; 49 per cent. were indifferent; and 13 per cent. did 
not know. 

Only 15 per cent. favoured a complete stoppage of 
immigration; 52 per cent were for maintaining the 
present immigration level; 26 per cent. favoured 
reducing it; and 7 per cent. increasing it. 

A surprising development in goodwill was shown 
when the students were asked whether they favoured 
admission of Jews into the fraternities and other social 
clubs; 45 per cent. said yes, 42 per cent. said no, and 
13 per cent. were unable to make up their minds. 

Eighty-six per cent. disapproved of Hitler’s treatment 
of German Jewry; 6.7 per cent. approved; and 7.3 per 
cent. did not have.a definite opinion.

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U.S. AND YUGOSLAV COURTS CONDEMN 
NAZI ROBBERY 


“ Aryanisation”” Not Recognised 


Two courts, one in New York and the other in Split, 
Yugoslavia, were last week calied upon to give decisions 
on two remarkably similar cases where Nazis placed in 
charge of German-Jewish firms were seeking to recover 
debts from German Jews abroad. In both cases the 
courts’ verdicts were that the expropriation of Jews 
could not be recognised and was a breach of civilised 
law. 

Mr. William Collins, of the New York Supreme 
Court, had to deal with a local concern which owed 
about £2,000 to a Viennese firm whose owners had been 
forced to flee. In ruling that the money be paid to the 
refugees and not to the persons who were liquidating 
the firm, Mr. Collins said that American courts could 
not be expected to abet Germany’s policy of confiscating 
the property of Jews simply because they were Jews. 
The liquidators’ claim, he added, was an immoral one. 
having no foundation in civilised law. 

The Yugoslav court, in rejecting the claim of a Nazi 
commissioner. of a former German-Jewish firm to 
recover a debt owed by a Yugoslav firm, was as 
emphatic in its ruling. “ The political tendencies of the 
Third Reich, in so far as they are directed against the 
Jews, are,” it declared, “in complete contradiction to 
the basic principles of our legal and political system. 
Should the court recognise the validity of these measures 
it would mean that our State would assist a foreign 
country to realise its policies against the Jews on our 
territory. This, however, would mean not only a viola- 
tion of our Constitution, which guarantees equality of 
rights to «he Jews, but also a gross violation of the pro- 
visions of our Constitution guaranteeing equality of 
treatment to foreigners in our country. | 

“ By admitting the claims of plaintiff,” said the court. 
“we would empower our authorities to dispossess the 
victims of a foreign State for the benefit of an alien 
regime. In this case, it would mean delivering up the 
property which the Jewish firm owns-in our country to 
the authorities of the Third Reich so as to further the 
carrying out of their anti-Jewish measures.”

The American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee 
is now celebrating the completion of twenty-five years 
of service to Jewry throughout the world. Messages 
of congratulation have come from hosts of countries 
and prominent Jewish leaders. Dr. Chaim Weizmann 
writes: “ The Joint -has earned the gratitude of the Jews 
throughout the world. Its wise and generous adminis- 
tration of relief funds has saved thousands from despair.” 

In similar vein are messages from the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, the World Jewish Congress, 
the Alliance Israélite Universelle, the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association, the Hias-lca Emigration Association 
(Hicem), the Ort-Ose, and the Society of Friends. 

At the J.D.C.’s twenty-fifth annual meeting held in 
Chicago last week, Mr. Paul Baerwald was re-elected 
Chairman and Mr, Edward Warburg co-Chairman 
and Chairman of the Administrative Committee. The 
meeting also added several American Jewish Labour 
leaders, including Mr. David Dubinsky, President of the 
International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, Mr.

* DE-BABELISE MANKIND ” 
Viscount Samuel’s Key to World Problems 


“The antagonisms now embroiling the human race have 
come down to us from a chaotic past that had leit us 
a heritage of divisions—races, nations, creeds, and 
languages. It should be the task of religion to help to 
de-babelise mankind.” 

This plea was made in an address, on Thursday of !ast 
week, by Viscount Samuel, who spoke to the British Inst- 
tute at the Assembly Hall of the Royal Empire Society, 
Craven Street, W.C., on “ The Deeper Causes of the War. 

Man had to learn, he said, that when he suffered it was 
through his own mistake. To inculcate this vital truth 
was now the task of philosophy, in close alliance with 
science and religion. To draw the deductions and to apply 
them in the sphere of practical action was the task of the 
politician and the economist. It was for them to find 
the ways to obviate another war—mutual disarmament, 
freedom of commerce, some form of polity transcending the 
nations. But unless there was a wish to avoid war 
not only in some countries but in all countries—the efforts 
of statesmen and economists would prove futile. If there 
were still to be peoples and Governments who acted upon 
the conviction that war was in itself a good thing, or clse 
that good or bad did not matter; that what only mattered 
was strength, struggle, ruthlessness, leading to victory OF 
downfall, then wars would continue. 
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Burials Day And Night 


The tale of Nazi massacres in Poland continues. The 
latest centres of butchery include Ostrow-Mazowiecki 
and Wyszkow, near the Russo-German frontier, where 
300 Jews were killed. 

Three Jews were executed by the Germans in Otwock 
last week allegedly for hiding arms. 

Forty Jews were executed by the Nazis in Rawa 
Mazowiecka, in the Warsaw province. Seventy-four 
Jews were executed in the township of Konskie, in the 
Kielce province, after the body of a shot soldier had 
been discovered. In the township of Szmelnik, in the 
same district, sixty Jews were executed after a few of 
them had tried to save the Scrolls of the Law from a 
Synagogue which the Nazis had set on fire. 

LreruvAS Arpas, the official organ of the Lithuanian 
Government, reports that fifty-three Jews-and one Polish 
policeman were executed in Warsaw last week. An 
official statement issued by the Nazi authorities says 
that the Jews had refused to deliver up a fugitive who 
‘ had been imprisoned because of his shooting of a Polish 
policeman. The Nazis also imposed a fine of 700,000 
ziotys on the Warsaw Jewish Community as expiation 
for the “ crime.” 

But the Nazis are also guilty of the blood of the grow- 
ing number of Jews who are being driven to take their 
own lives. 

As in the tragic days after the rape of Austria, suicide 
is committed not only individually but collectively by 
entire families. In one tenement house in Warsaw all 
the inhabitants committed suicide by turning on the gas. 
The Warsaw Jewish cemetery, says one report,: is 
probably the busiest place in the city, for the burials 
continue day and night. 

Most of the Jews who commit suicide belong—unlike 
those in Austria-—to the poorer classes, driven to despair 
by privation and hunger. The known total up to the 
end of November is nearly 3,000. | 


Attempted Escape to Russia 


In spite of the closing of. the Russo-German frontier, 
the influx ef Jewish refugees from the German-occupied 
territory of Poland to the Soviet areas is continuing. 
Over 3,000 refugees, chiefly women and_ children, 
crossed the frontier recently in the vicinity of Jadov, 
Brok, and Zaremby, south of Bialystok Most of them 
were robbed of all their belongings and had to camp 
fortnight in no-man’s-land. Three of: the children

The Nazis have now instituted a close watch on the 
Jews to prevent them from escaping to the Russian zone, 
Five Jews found by Nazi guards near the Soviet frontier 
were shot dead. . The Nazis have been organising whole- 
sale raids on Jewish homes to try and discover whether 
preparations for escape are being made. 


WHY LUBLIN SCHEME WAS 
SUSPENDED 


Fear of Typhoid Spreading 
[From a Correspondent] 


I understand that the Nazi decision to suspend 
temporarily the deportation of Jews to the Lublin 
reservation was taken as a. sequel to the recent visit 
of Dr. Franck, the Governor-General of the occupied 
Polish territory, who personally inspected Lublin and 
the neighbourhood, and was, it appears, still sufficiently 
_ human to be_horrified by the conditions he found there. 
The. only satisfaction which Dr. Franck received when 
Visiting Lublin was, according to the Deutsches 
Nachrichtenbureau, the conviction that “ despite the 
considerable number of Jews the town has not lost its 
ancient German character.” meee 

_ Particulars of the conditions in the Jewish reserva- 
tion, the starvation, the misery of the population, and 
the: spread of disease are of such a character that the 
Nazi officials themselves informed Cracow, the seat 
of the Governor-General, that they were unable to cope 
with the difficulties which arose from the continuous 
dumping of thousands of Jews without any provision 

aving been made for their housing and maintenance. 
They reported that if the dumping was not interrupted, 
or the conditions immediately improved, typhoid and 
the other epidemics rampant in the area might spread 
to the rest of Poland. 

Although the reservation is strictly guarded against 
unauthorised visits by neutrals, some foreign legations 

ave succeeded in obtaining information which they 
forwarded to their respective Governments, with 
Staggering effect. 
_ The food situation in Poland, but particularly in the 
Lublin area, is catastrophic, since the Nazis have sent 
‘all available provisions to Germany. Most of the

deportees arrived in Lublin without any belongings, and 
with only a few marks in their pockets. Hundreds of 
them cannot find any housing accommodation. 

Many of the Jews who can prove that they originate 
from the Galician districts annexed by Soviet Russia 
may receive permission to emigrate there. Some 
are not waiting for spring, when an exchange of popula- 
tion on a large scale is proposed, Sut are crossing the 
Soviet frontier under cover of night. 

The Nazi order to establish a ghetto in Warsaw has 
been suspended indefinitely owing to the growing danger 
of epidemics among the Jews, says the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. It was apparently feared that disease 
might spread among the German soldiers. 


It is reported that the building of the famous Lublin 
Jewish religious college, “ Yeshivat Chachmei Lublin,” has 
been converted into military barracks. Forty-five students 
of the Yeshiva are said to have been arrested and mal- 
treated, and Rabbi Zvi Frommer, the Principal, died. 


“SOVIETISING ” POLISH JEWISH 
CULTURE 


Russians’ Transformation Plans 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


The contrast in the treatment of Polish Jews by the 
Russians and by the Germans’ is strikingly exemplified 
by the attitude of the two Governments towards Jewish 
cultural needs. Whereas the Nazis have closed down 
all Jewish schools, in the Soviet territory Jewish schools 
have not only not been closed but new ones have been 
opened. In Lwow alone there are thirty new Jewish 
schools. - Even Chedarim are tolerated, although a new 
law is being prepared by the duthorities to curtail their 
activities, 
- The attitude of the Soviets to Jewish schools is not, of 
course, the result of special favour but is merely in line 
with the educational policy adopted towards all the 
population in the newly-occupied region. For instance, 
1,200 new Ukrainian schools and some 600 White 
Russian schools have been opened. 

In some of the Jewish schools, the teaching of Hebrew 
is still permitted, but Yiddish is to be the recognised 
language, besides Russian, for instruction in all subjects. 

The authorities insist that the teaching staff shall 
increasingly be imported from Russia, for only gradu- 
ates of Russian teachers’ training schools are considered 
fit elements to instil Soviet culture in the newly- 
gained territories. Thus in the new Jewish schools in 
Lwow almost the whole of the teaching staff comes from 
Kiev and Moscow. Books, plays, films, and newspapers 
are also being imported from Russia in quantities, and 
only a very small number of the Jewish newspapers 
which existed before the occupation have been allowed 
to carry on. 


Large numbers of books on Jewish subjects in Hebrew, 
Yiddish, and Polish have been seized>as “ undesirable anti- 
Soviet literature” and have been sent to Russia for re- 
pulping in the paper mills. 

The Ukrainisation of Western Ukraine is proceeding 
without. interruption. AH the. more important admuinis- 
trative, economic, and educational posts are given to 
Ukrainians, the Poles and the Jews occupying only 
secondary positions. die 

All the training farms of Zionist youth organisations in 
the Russian zone have been closed by the Soviet authorities. 
In the German-occupied zone, the three Jewish training 
farms (two of the organisation Hanoar Hazioni and one of 
the Poale Zion) are reported to be functioning normally. 


POLISH GOVERNMENT APPOINTS 
| JEWISH CONSUL | 
“ No Discrimination ’’ Promise 


The Association of Polish Jews in France has 
obtained a promise from the Polish Government that all 
anti-Jewish discrimination will henceforth be stopped, 
and that Jews will be permitted to serve among the 
personnel of the Polish Government offices and 
embassies. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that 
Mr. Chaitn Szoszkes, the well-known Polish-Jewish co- 
operative leader, has been appointed Polish Consul: at 
Tel-Aviv. Facilities have been given to the Association 
to visit the Polish Army camps for the purpose of 
examining the needs of the Jewish soldiers, whom they 
are supplying with tobacco and pocket-money. They 
are also helping needy Polish Jews who have not been 
mobilised, including many students now unable to get 
funds from their relatives in Poland. Courses for Polish- 
Jewish nurses for service in the Allied armies are being 

anised. . 
"The Association has also obtained from the French 
Minister of Labour, M. Pomaret, a promise that Polish 
Jews capable of working in the defence industries would 


be given labour permits. Several hundreds have already 
been placed. Among the Polish Jews in France the 
great majority, it is declared, are artisans who later 
became traders, and many of them are now returning to 
their former calling. 

_M. Raczkiewicz, the Polish President, has announced 
his intention of calling together a National Council 
chosen from among Polish notables living abroad whose 
task will be to advise the Government. It is believed 
that Polish organisations, including Jewish ones, will 
be allowed to have representatives. 


| NAZI PIRACY 
Polish Jews Taken from Neutral Ship 


Mr. Isaac Giterman, head of the office of the Joint 
Distribution Committee in Poland, and Mr. M. Beckel- 
man, head of the J.D.C. Bureau in the Baltic countries, 
are among the passengers of the Estonian vessel 
s.s. Estonia, which was stopped by a Nazi warship in 
the Baltic while bound for Stockholm and taken to 
Memel. The passengers included sixty Polish Jewish 
refugees. \ 

All the Polish nationals among the passengers, includ- 
ing Mr. Giterman, have been interned by. the Nazis. 
Mr. Beckelman is said to have been released.

OSE. FIGHTS DISEASE AND HUNGER 
Relief Work in’ Vilna 


The: determination with which Lithuanian Jewry is 


tackling the Polish-Jewish refugee problem and the 


enormous difficulties of the task are described im a report 
issued by the London section of the Central Board of the 
Jewish health organisation, Ose. [here were aiready 
thousands of Polish-Jewish refugees. in Lithuania at the 
outbreak of war. The Lithuanian frontier towns and areas 
adjoining no-man's-land were crowced with these unfo-- 
tunates living. under appalling conditions, some hiding in 
forests, others wandering . aimlessly, and many of them 
dying of exposure arid starvation : 

‘heir. numbers. were greatly increased when the soviet; 
ceded to Lithuania the Vilna territory, where many. refugees 
had concentrated in trying to escape trom the G0eriian 
occupied districts: Thus Lithuanian Jewish institutions were 
from the outset, faced with the task of bringing this driftirg 
_mass of refugees under some organised direction in order 
to facilitate the provision of shelter, food, clothing; and 
medical aid, and to check the spread of epidemics 

Ihe plight of the children was a particularly grave 
‘problem. Many of them had lost or had been separated 
from their .parents. Mothers. unable to continue their 
Struggle towards safety are said to have thrown themselves 
into the Lithuanian lakes, leaving their children. behind 

in Vilna, the need for the relief of the starving local 
population was also acute. There are 75.000 Jewish inhabi- 
tants in Vilna itself, not counting the refugees or the Jews in 
the surrounding districts. Yet the advance preparations: of 
the Central Committee of the Ose in Kaunas énabled. all 
its branches to function with great promptitude. Means for 
financing the work were provided by the Central administra- 
tion of the Ose with the support of. the. American Joirit 
Distribution Committee. A comparatively large sum was 
also raised by the Jewish population in. Lithuania. 


Searching for Wanderers 


Among other measures, specially equipped detachments 
were sent oul to search for the wandering refugees. “Besides 
hostels, soup kitchens, and distribution centres for clothing, 
institutions Opened include a foundlings’ home, a children’s 
hospital, a canteen, schools where the children receive hot 
meals, and a sanatorram for tubercular patients. The cam- 
paign against epidemics is mainly centred on a network of 
medical clearing stations and public baths, which have been 
established in many places. 3 

lo finance the whole of this work, the Lithuanian Central 
Committee of the Ose has only £13,000 a month. of which 
15 to 20 per cent. is collected in Lithuania. This sum is 
obviously inadequate considering that. the impoverished 
Vilna region at present contains over 100,000 Jews. The 
London section of the Ose .Central Board (Secretary, Mr. 
D. Cheyney, temporary address, 3. Raphael Road, Hove, 3 
Sussex) hopes that the enormous problem of their relief 
will bring forth adequate support. 


The Jewisti Community of Montevideo (Uruguay) has 
sent £500 each to Vilna and Bucharest for refugee relief. 

Two hundred children from the Zbonszyn deportee camp 
set up after they and their families had been driven out of 
Germany last year are at present in Vilna. Their teachers 
had evacuated them in small groups of twenty-five and 
thirty. None of the children knows the whereabouts of its 
parents, 
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THE DEPUTIES’ NEW 
PRESIDENT 
OTHER candidatures for the Deputies’ Presidency 


having failed to materialise, the sole nominated 
aspirant to the office, Proressor BRODETSKY, seems 


_at the moment assured of election. It had been urged 


in these columns that a postponement might be 
arranged in order to give time for a wider choice of 
candidates to develop. But there is no sign of the 
appearance of other candidates, so _ that Dr. 
Brodetsky will in all probability have what in popular 
parlance is called a walk-over. This paucity of 
candidates may awaken disagreeable reflections, 
illustrating, as it does, the chronic and seemingly 
incurable reluctance for Jewish work which afflicts 
many able men in the Community. The best, how- 


ever, that can be said for an uncontested election is: 


that it enables the successful aspirant to begin his 
labours unencumbered by the recrimination and 
bitterness which contests are apt to engender. This, 


at a critical time like the present, which calls for a 
‘maximum of unity, is no inconsiderable gain. 


Dr. Brodetsky’s very willingness to shoulder a 
burden from which others have shrunk and to do so 
despite the calls on his energies made by his univer- 


sity professorship and his work as a member of the 


Zionist Executive testifies alike to his valour and his 
public spirit. It also constitutes a distinct appeal to 
our chivalrous instincts. At the same time, it 1s 
only right to point out that the triple claims now to 
be made upon him are little short of formidable. 
His predecessor had but two, and, as we know, to 
our great regret, one of them had, in the end, to be 
cast off. Can the new President hope to do justice 
to three, without one or more of them suffering? 


Will he have sufficient time to meet the heavy 


demands which at any moment may come to him 
out of the international turmoil? Will enforced 
attention to his other functions interfere’ seriously 
with his work as President of the Deputies, perhaps 
at moments of grave emergency? Can he hope to 
have time enough for any Zionist crisis that may 


suddenly flare up? 


Last week Dr. WEIZMANN, the Chairman of the 
Zionist Executive, was pressed for a frank statement 
as to whether he could spare Professor Brodetsky’s 
time from the supremely important work of his 
Executive sufficiently to enable the Professor to en- 
gage in the practically full-time job of President of 
the Deputies. To that question the Zionist leader 
has, for reasons best known to himself, failed to 
respond, and the Board has thereby been robbed of 
important and perhaps decisive guidance in its choice 
of a leader. This silence, and the interpretation, 
however wrong, which may be put upon it, is regret- 
table equally from the Zionist point of view. For 
if in actual practice Dr. Brodetsky’s public Jewish 
work proves more than one man can cope with, there 


may not be lacking those who will seize the oppor- . 


tunity to suggest that the Zionist Executive rather 
than the Deputies should be the loser of his services. 
Professor Brodetsky has no doubt duly considered 
the future in this respect and satisfied himself that 


he can wear the triple crown effectively, if not with 
ease. But any idea that he will be able to rely on 
the new Deputies’ Executive to relieve him of most 
of his responsibilities must be emphatically dis- 
missed. It could only, if carried into practice, reduce 
both the Presidency and its occupant to the status 


_of a super on the communal stage. 


There is another consideration which it is a duty to 
stress. Dr. Brodetsky’s whole public career has been 
a Zionist career: In the public mind, and in that 
of the Government Departments, he symbolises 
Zionism and stands for nothing élse. . Unless he 
summons up every ounce of tact and statesmanship 
at his disposal there is a distinct danger that any 
representations he may make in Whitehall will be 
treated merely as the echo of Great Russell Street, 
and the distinctive contribution which he could make 
as the spokesman of an Anglo-Jewish body primarily 
concerned. with the Anglo-Jewish outlook would be 
severely discounted if not wholly lost. That would 
be bad for Zionism and a heavy blow to. the 
Deputies’: power and prestige. 

It is also quite conceivable that a time may come 
when, owing to a difference of emphasis on this or 
that aspect of the Palestine problem on_ the 
part of many of the - Deputies and the Zionist 
Organisation, or to some downright conflict of 


_ opinion, Professor Brodetsky will be forced to choose 


between two loyalties. If he favours the views of 
the body over which he presides, he will have to risk 
disharmony in the Zionist movement and perhaps 
the loss of the position in its ranks which he may still 
hold—-to say nothing of the loss of organised Zionist 
support at the Board. If he sides with the movement 
which has hitherto claimed his whole heart he may 
create a dangerous rift in the ranks of the Deputies, 
which may quite possibly widen into a definite seces- 
sion and finally lead to that ultimate catastrophe, an 


organised Jewish anti-Zionist body in the land of the 


Mandatory. In either case the results could only be 
envisaged with apprehension. 


Anglo-Jewry can feel nothing but hell for Dr. 
Brodetsky in the task which he has gallantly 
assumed, and will sincerely and heartily wish him 
well in its discharge. But this very spirit and the 
desire for his success compels honest friendship to 
urge that the surest road to such success will be 
found in making it clear to all at the-very outset that 
he means to do his utmost to justify his place as 
President of the representative body of Anglo-Jewry. 
He should let it be known by word and deed that, 
while not ignoring other bodies and their claims, he 


intends to preserve unimpaired, and even enhanced, - 
the powers, the prestige, and the efficiency of the 


organisation whose destinies will be in his keeping, 
and that in pursuit of that purpose he will tolerate no 
undue outside pressure or internal faction, no party 
intrigues and no wrecking tactics, from whatever 
quarter they may come. If such a plain and forth- 
right attitude is taken from the start, and 
courageously maintained, much of the anxiety which 
at present hangs over the future will be dispelled. 
Dr. Brodetsky must make clear beyond all doubt 
exactly where he stands. © 


The Community, too, has a duty in this matter—_ 


a duty both to the Deputies and to itself. It 
must throw off its indifference to the Board and its 
affairs. It must bring new blood to the Deputies, and 
fresh abilities. If half of what is written as to the 
commanding part which English Jewry is destined to 
play in the future of the whole Jewish people is true, 
then itis a sacred duty of the Community to make 
sure that its one lay representative body is equipped 
for that high and. fateful duty. Assuredly its new 
leader cannot hope to succeed if those he. leads 
tragically fail him. 


PALESTINE’S PLIGHT 

Reports published week by week in THe Jewisy 
CHRONICLE have proved beyond doubt the growing 
seriousness of Palestine’s economic condition. Severa| 
years of domestic disorder have been followed by the 
upset of war, with the result that the country is beset by 
serious difficulties. One of these is the threat of collapse 
hanging over the citrus industry, Palestine’s economic 
mainstay. Attempts have been made by the local Jewish 
population to cope with the situation. At this moment - 
it is busily seeking the co-operation of the home Govern- 
ment and leading financial institutions in the strengthen- 
ing of the country’s finances. The only occasion for 
surprise is that the position has not, as a correspondent 
in this issue shows, been taken resolutely in hand by 
the authorities on the spot and in Whitehall. The writer 


mentions that the local Treasury has still a considerable 


reserve fund, mostly invested in British and Empire 
securities, while Palestine is actually starving for credits 
which the banks are unable to grant. It would almost 
seem as though in the din and welter of war Palestine 
has been forgotten. 


AN EMERGENCY LOAN 

Tue Palestine Government may have good reasons for 
preserving its present balance intact where it now 
reposes. But the same do-nothing attitude can hardly 
be adopted towards the proposal mentioned by our 
correspondent to raise an immediate emergency loan of 
some two or three million pounds for investment chiefly 
in public and defence works. There should be no 
objection on the ground of credit-worthiness, if only by 
reason of the fact that while the public debt per head 
in England is £150, in France £45, and in Holland £538, 
in Palestine, a land alive with prospects of development, 
it is only £3 10s. The loan would, our correspondent 
believes, put an end to the present stagnation. It would 
help to make this mandated territory the tower of 
strength which it could easily become to Britain. Already 
Britain’s exports to Paiestine tep those of any other 
country, and it need hardly be pointed out what that 
means to a State which, even if it has not to “ export or 
die,” as Hitler has said of Germany, must assuredly be 
gravely handicapped in the present conflict unless its 
exports can be maintained and increased. A Palestine 
set firmly on its feet could provide an appreciable pro- 
portion of such-increase. A Palestine prosperous and 


contented could be a bulwark of political and strategic 


strength in the future, and unmistakably in the present. 
It is to be hoped that the issue of the proposed loan, and 
other salutary economic measures, will be taken into 
early consideration by the Government. | 


WAR REFUGEES | 
A FEW weeks ago the first list of refugees driven from 
their homes by military invasion and seeking contacts 
with relatives and friends was published in these 
columns. Since then, further lists have poured in. They 
form a terrible comment upon the heaped-up suffering — 
created by the wild schemes of a conscienceiess megalo- 
maniac, every name in these pitiable records repre- 
senting a broken life or a shattered home. These 
tragedies, no doubt, were inevitable for Jews, once the . 
dogs of war were unloosed. Everyone knew this to be 
so, and not least the Jewish people, whom a number of 
fools were gulled into believing to be panting to set the 
nations by the ears. One of the consequences of this 
tragedy is that a mass of inquiries has piled up in the 
office of this paper with which the pressure of war 
conditions makes it difficult, if not impossible, to cope. 


HELP FOR THE LOST 


THE time seems to have come, jieieboes! for a more 
systematic consideration of the trouble by the recognised 
communal agencies. The problem is divisible into two 
parts. There are, first of all, those stricken ones abroad 
who believe that certain friends or relatives reside in this 
country, and who, mentioning the names of these indi- 
viduals, express anxiety to establish contact with them. 
Such cases existed before the present war—indeed, ever 


_ since the last war vast numbers of our people have been 


perpetually under oppression and therefore on the 
move. THE JewisH CHRONICLE has, for more than 
twenty years, published lists of this category from time 
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to time, and will continue doing so while the need lasts. 
“The second and for the moment more intractable part 
of the problem is presented by the Jews and Jewesses 
who have fled before aggressor armies into neighbour- 
ing countries, but who have not sought, as in the first 
case, communication with friends or kindred abroad. 
There may nevertheless be many well-wishers among 
those kinsfolk or friends in this and other countries who 
would be prepared to assist them, and it is to catch the 
eyes of those individuals that the lists of these refugees, 
‘now running into immense numbers, have been for- 
warded here, mainly by philanthropic or semi-philan- 
thropic organisations. Could not some communal body 
compile compact lists of the refugees in question, and 
make copies of them available for the general public, 
either through the post or through inspection at some 
address to be published? There may be other ways in 
which the task could be accomplished, but, as a matter 
of sheer humanity, their consideration ought not to be 
delayed. 


“DIG FOR VICTORY ” 


Mr. BARNETT JANNER, in the course of a statement 
made this week to THe Jewish CHRONICLE, urges Jews 
to join in the movement to grow food on any bits of 
land they may have. Many of them, of course, are 
already enthusiastically engaged in this work of “ digging 
for victory.” And their response to this national call is 
as commendable as it is beneficial to the “ diggers.” 
For gardening is a healthful enterprise. If an army 
marches on its stomach, the civilians whom it protects 
go forward to triumph on the same imperious organ. 
Every ounce of food grown in a garden is a step forward 
towards the nation’s goal. Every morsel of nourish- 
ment is a spanner thrown into the organism of the 
enemy's “ counter-blockade ™ and helps the nation to its 

objective. Many of us may be unfit for military service. 
But they must be very old and very infirm to be unable 
to do at least:a little work with spade and fork. During 
the past quarter of a century many thousands of Jews 
have taken to cultivation and are on the best of good 
terms with dear mother earth. So let all of us who can 
arouse our innate affection and help dig the nation’s 
way to victory. As a correspondent pointed out recently, 
the suggestion that the Deputies might give the lead by 
encouraging Jewish institutions to promote this invalu- 
able work is deserving of active consideration. 


HEBREW SELF-TAUGHT 


SOME time ago we announced the forthcoming publi- 
cation in these columns of Hebrew self-taught courses 
under the direction of Mr. Mansoor, the Chairman of 
the Hebrew-Speaking League. The proposal received a 
wide and heartening welcome, and was progressing 
favourably until the war came to hold up this together 
with many other useful projects. It has, however, by 
no means been abandoned. It is recognised that such’ 
courses might go not a little way to relieve the tedium, 
if not war-weariness, of nights now doubly dark. But 
while giving full attention to this consideration, it is 
impossible to ignore the ‘extra black-out of good- 
intentioned plans imposed by severe war restrictions, and 
particularly economies in newsprint and the vastly 
increased price of such supplies as are available. In one 
week recently, the rise amounted to nearly fifty 
per cent., an increase that papers with inconsiderable 
circulations could negotiate with more or less ease, but 
which is disconcerting to those not so circumstanced and 
laden with all the other difficulties which war brings in 
its train. Nevertheless, the plan we refer to is still 
under consideration and the many who so warmly 
signified their approval may rest assured that it will be 
Carried out as soon as opportunity offers.

MANCHESTER JEWISH GUARDIANS 
AND SALFORD CORPORATION 


Approval of £1,000 Grant to the Board 


{From our Correspondent] 


After turthe: discussion between the Executive of the 
Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians and the Sal- 
ford Corporation with regard to the latter's annual grant 
to the Board on account of Salford Jewish relief cases, 
the cases which were referred by the Board to the Sal- 
ford Pubiic Assistance Committee a month ago are 
now being dealt with once again from the Board's office 
at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hill Road. 

The Salford City Council last week approved the 
recommendation of its Finance Committee that a grant 
of £1,000 be made to the Jewish Board of Guardians for 
the current year. It is understood that the whole matter 
and the size of the grant will, in the ordinary way, come 
up for review in a year’s time before the Salford Finance 
Committee. which will then examine what extra obli- 
gations the war conditions may have placed upon the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, The rise in the price of 
food, unemployment in certain occupations, and other 
factors will, of course, be reflected in increased demands 
upon the relief funds of the Board. 


FASCIST SLOGAN-CHALKING 
| CONDEMNED

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BIRMINGHAM TALMUD TORAH 
Re-established at Coalville 


[From our Correspondent] 


Although many evacuces have returned to Birming- 
ham, there are still over a hundred children comfortably 
settled at Coalville, Leicestershire. As a result of an 
investigation and report by the Rev. R. Rabinowitz, a 
Committee to deal with the problems arising from 
evacuation has been established, and so great has been 
the progress made that the urgent needs of the supply 
of kasher meat meals, religious education, and the 
provision of recreation have been fulfilled. 


The Talmud Torah has been re-established at Coalville, 
under the supervision of the Headmaster, the Rev. R. 
Rabinowitz, with the assistance of Mr. S. Harris. At the 
same time, arrangements have been successfully made for 
the regular instruction of children who have remained at 
‘home in Birmingham. The staff consists of Mr. B. Winter 
and Mrs. K. Levy, and the classes begin at 2 o'clock every 
afternoon at the Talmud Torah, 120, Bristol Street. 


Kasher Meals Provided 


In a large hall specially equipped for the purpose, the 
children are supplied with kasher meat meals every Wednes- 
day and Sabbath. The scheme has necessitated the pro- 
vision of new utensils, and a complete kasher kitchen has 
been fitted out. The Committee has expressed its apprecia- 
tion of the voluntary service rendered by Mrs. R. 
Rabinowitz and Mrs. M. S. Harris, who are supervising the 
arrangements and do all the cooking. In order to relieve 
the foster-mothers of the constant care of the evacuated 
children during their leisure time, rooms have been obtained 
which are equipped as a club. The staff of the Hebrew 


School co-operate in. the supervision of the children through — 


a rota scheme. 

Thus the Community can feel assured that the difficult 
problem of providing opportunities for living a Jewish life 
in a reception area and of continuing the progress. and 
welfare of each individual child has been solved by a 
Committee with the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen acting as Chairman, 
and the Rev. R. Rabinowitz as Hon. Secretary, The con- 
tinued success of this vital work depends upon the necessary 
finances being raised. As stated in THE JeEwisH CHRONICLE 
some weeks ago, the estimated sum needed is £700 per 
year. The response made by the Community to two urgent 
appeals has been very disappointing, and subscribers: are 
urgently asked to send donations to the Treasurer, Mr. Mark 
Cohen, 158, Bristol Road, Edgbaston.

EVACUEES 
Bangor Canteen Opened by Mayor

Report of Activities

The Jewish Committee for Refugees held its annua! 
meeting at the Central Office, 19, Linnaeus Street, on 
Sunday. In the absence of the President, Mr. D. L. 
Jacobs presided. A review of the past year's activitics 
was submitted. 

The report mentions that in the children’s section, for 
which the Rev. D. Hirsch, the Joint Hon. Secretary, was 
responsible, guarantors, homes, and foster parents had been 
secured for over sixty children from Germany, Austria. 
Czechoslovakia, Holland, and Poland. The children are 
housed in individual homes and are happy and contented. 
The clothing Sub-Committee, under Mrs. D. Hirsch, has 
been able to secure gifts of clothing and toys through the 
Earl Baldwin Fund. Religious as well as secular education 
has been arranged for the children. Very valuable work 
has been done in the Adult Immigration Department, for 
which Dr. Max. Adler is responsible. Twenty-five domestic. 
have found situations in Hull, others have been placed in 
different towns, and openings for fifteen trainees have been 
secured. An enormous amount of work has been done in . 
connection with the immigration of adults from Germany 
and Austria. There are now over forty such refugees in 
Hull who have been able to enter this country on guarantees. 


All Exempted at Aliens Tribunal 


In connection with the’Aliens Tribunals, Mr. Philip Bloom 
has acted as the Liaison Officer of the Committee. It is 
gratifying to note that the whole of the refugees in Hu!! 
were exempted from all restrictions imposed on enem) 
aliens. The Hon. Secretaries who attended the sittings often 
acted as interpreters. 

In-the absence of the Treasurer, the financial statement 
was presented by the Rev. D. Hirsch, It showed that £1,502. 
had been sent to London as the result of the special appeal. 
and a further sum of £600 had been collected to meet the 
needs of the local Committee. Mr. Jacques Levy organised 
the collection of weekly contributions, which resulted in 
£377 being raised. The Committee appeal for donations 
and additional weekly contributors to enable them to carry 
on their good work. a

Obituary 


MR. H. H. GORDON, J.P. 
Public and Communal Worker 


We regret to record the death, which occurred on 
Sunday at 3, Norland Square Mansions, W.11, at the 
age of sixty-six, of Mr. H. H. Gordon, J.P., the well. 
known East End public and communal worker. 


Mr. M. J. LANDA writes: 

When I fifst met “ H.H.,” at the beginning of the century, 
he was considered one of the most promising of the brillian: 
young men who were beginning to emerge from the univer- 
sities into the Community. The second son of the late Rev. 
A. E. Gordon, Chazan of the Great Synagogue, Duke's 
Place, and brother of the late Samuel Gordon, already 
achieving distinction as a novelist, he was intended for the 
Jewish Ministry; but, after going the full course at Jews 
College and taking his: degree with honours at London 
University in 1892, he followed his brother to Cambridge—- 
they were two of the earliest Ministers’ sons to proceed to 
a ‘varsity—and while at Clare he took the Mechanical - 
Science (Engineering) Tripos. He went out to India as a 
railway engineer and built mountain railways; but unfortu- 
nately he contracted malaria, which left a permanent impress. 

Returning to England, Mr. Gordon flung himself into 
East End life with rare ardour. He had been a youthful 
orator before he went’ to Cambridge; he now proved a 
thorn in the side of those who were endeavouring to trans- 
form the anti-alien agitation into an anti-Semitic one. He 
was one of the first members of the Stepney Borough 
Council and remained there for eighteen years, to become 
the leader of its Progressive Party. He was on the London 
County Council as member for Whitechapel for the same 
number of years and one of the last survivors of its once- 
famous Progressive Party. For the Community he did 
valiant work, some of it of a pioneer character. He 
organised the Chief Rabbi's Committee in connection with 
the census of 1901 with such excellent results that the 
Registrar complimented him in a letter which prevented the 
anti-Semites declaring that the Jews of the East End had 
been under-enumerated. His evidence on East End housing 
conditions before the Alien Immigration Commission, the 
result of close scientific investigation, proved that the Jews 
were not displacing the English people, and brought him 
special thanks in the report. As Hon. Secretary of the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter in the anxious time when there 
was a rush of emigrants, during the Russo-Japanese war, he 
worked day and night without sleep. 

In the last war he held a commission in the Marine 
Engineers and helped to construct the “mystery towers ” 
at Shoreham. After the war he built up a business in the 
City as a travel agent, and he was one of the founders ol 
the Institute of Transport and of the Travel Agents Associa- 
tion, of which he was a Past. President. He’ was esteemed 
as an authority on transport, which he had _ studied in 
various Continental cities as well as in London. For a time 
he was a member of the Board of Management of the . 
Great Synagogue and one of its representatives on the 
Council of the United Synagogue. 

Unfortunately, his health began to decline; but he 
carried on doggedly for some years, although he had to 
abandon the ambitions he had held for a political career. 
He leaves a widow (née Lucy Kaufman-Kendall), but no 
children. He was the last surviving son of the Rev. A. E. 
Gordon and the brother of Mrs. Hyamson (wife of Rabbi 
Dr. M. Hyamson, formerly of London and now of New 
York), of Mrs. M. J. Landa, and of Mrs. Louis Davies. 


RABBI SIMON SZKOP (Poland) 
Renowned Gaon and Teacher 


I. J. UNTERMAN writes: 

In the passing of Rabbi Simon Szkop, recently in Poland, 
world Jewry has been deprived of a renowned Gaon and 
Teacher and one of the greatest champions of Rabbinic 
learning. For a period of 56 years he was the head of 
various Yeshivas, and his method of analysis and logical! 
definitions of complicated problems of Halacha won for 
him the recognition of students of Rabbinics the world 
over. He was greatly beloved and admired by all his 
pupils, among whom many occupy prominent positions in 
the Rabbinical world. 

His book “W “WY is a very valuable contribution to 


Rabbinic study; but unfortunately many of his manuscripts 


have been left unpublished, Six years ago, on the occasion 
of Rabbi Szkop’s Jubilee as Rosh Yeshivah, his disciples 
published a special volume in his honour, comprising 
important essays and articles. He delivered his learned 
lectures and carried the onerous burden of his Yeshiva till 
the last day, when the tragedy which befell Polish Jewry 
put an end to his noble life. His memory will remain for 
ever among the great scholars and expounders of the Law. 


Mr. MontraGue James Howrrrs (Horwitz), who has 
died in York at the age of fifty-eight, was for very many 
years Treasurer of the York Hebrew Congregation. He had 
resided in the town for thirty-two years, and leaves a wife 
and family. 


The death occurred recently in Dublin, at the age of 
fifty-two, of Mr. Josern Epetstern, author of “The 


Moneylender’”’ and of numerous articles on Judaism. In 
the days of the Irish Nationalist Party, he was instrumental 
in founding an Irish-Jewish Home Rule Society. 


RaBst Davip Ktorza, Chief Rabbi of Tunis and a well- 
known Talmudical scholar, has died in Tunis, North Africa.

death is reported from Warsaw, at the age of 71, of 
Gershon pm President of the Jewish Health Society 
“Toz.” He was born in Lublin, and Studied medicine at 
Warsaw University. From 1903 he was chief physician at 
the Warsaw Jewis Hospital, and served as a doctor in the 
Russo-Japanese War and in the war of 1914-18. 

Dr. Lewin became interested in the revival of Hebrew 
literature as a student, and was a frequent contributor to the 
Hebrew Press. He also published a large number of short 
stories and articles in the Warsaw Yiddish Press, as well as 
articles on purely medical subjects in Polish and Jewish 
periodicals. Keenly interested in cultural affairs, he took 
an active part in the social life of Warsaw, and was Chair- 

of many Jewish literary societies as well as President 
of the Jewish Sports Society “ Bar Kochba.” More recently 
he became President of the “Toz.” He was a personal 
friend of many prominent Jewish writers, including Peretz, 
Sholem Aleichem, David Frishmann, An-ski, and others. 

It is a tragic sidelight on the present Nazi terror raging in 
Poland that although Dr. Lewin was one of the most popular 
figures among Warsaw Jewry, only seven people attended 
his funeral. 


THE LATE MRS. L. LAZAR 


Tue Rev. M. Feper writes: 

Mrs. Leontine Lazar, a victim of Nazi oppression, who 
died recently, within two months after finding refuge in 
England, was well known for her charitable work among 
Jews and non-Jews in Vienna. She built up the largest 
sports business, “Sporthouse,” in that city, and was President 
of the Frauen-Verein (Ladies’ Guild). When she left Vienna 
she brought away with her a quantity of toys in order to 
present them to poor children in London. 


The death has occurred in Tel-Aviv, at the age of fifty- 
eight, of MR. BENJAMIN BEN JOSHUA RASHKAS, a former 
veteran Zionist worker in Russia and Finland. 


According to a message received in Kaunas, the death has 
occurred in Kieff (Russia), at the age of seventy-six. of M. 
Wor RABINOVITCH, a brother of the late famous Yiddish 
writer, “Shalom Aleichem.” The deceased was recently 
engaged in compiling a memoir of his brother. 


The death is reported from Leningrad of Dr. ABRAHAM 
BramMson, at the age of 66, He was one of the most active 
Jewish social workers in Russia, and one of the founders of 
the Russian Ose. 


Vir. ALEXANDER HarKavy, the well-known Jewish lexico- 
grapher, has died in New York. He was born in Poland in 
1863; was the editor of a numiber of Yiddish periodicals in 
New York, and the author of several Yiddish-English 
dictionaries. 


A tribute to the memory of Mr. Daniel Skitten has been 
received from Mr. S. H. Gluckstein, Chairman of the 
Merseyside German-Jewish Aid Committee.

CAREERS ADVICE 


As is to be expected, most news about careers at the 
present time centres round the various types of national 
service. Unfortunately for the possible careers of many 
secondary school children between 16 and 18, the usual 
Civil Service examinations were suspended on the out- 
break of the war “ for the duration.” Naturally, nothing 
should be done to penalise the chances of men now 
serving with the Forces, but it has been pointed out by 
the Joint Committee of the four Secondary Associations 
that, for example, the normal recruitment of girls into 
the Civil Service cannot in any way affect the position 
of men called up. The Committee is to seek an early 
interview with the Minister of Labour on the matter. 
Another, and older, class affected by the war in many 
instances ts the professional or business man or woman. 
The Ministry of Labour is promoting a plan to create 
a supplementary register of men and women of this type, 
and the idea is to be able to draw on suitably qualified | 
people for various Government departments when neces- 
sary, and to persuade private employers also to use the 
list for the supply of labour for higher posts. Naturally, 
the opportunities yet are very few, but it is hoped that 
such a list will continue even after the war, especially 
for resettling well-qualified: people into civil life.

An item of news appeared in the last issue of THe Jewisn 
CHronicie, to the effect that the Federation of Synagogues 
is making a per capita grant to London Talmud Torahs 
which have opened. Although this Talmud Torah has 
reopened nearly two months ago, and has a roll of pupils 
numbering over 40, up to date we have not even heard 
from the Federation of Synagogues and do not receive either 
directly or indirectly any assistance from that body.—Mkr.

May I be permitted to correct a false impression which 
your readers may gain from the statement on page 25 in 
your issue of the 8th instant, with reference to grants from 
the Federation of Synagogues to London Talmud Torahs 
which have reopened. The Commercial Road Talmud 
Torah has not received one single penny from the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues. Our sin is that we are not affiliated to 
the Burial Society of the Federation. The fact that the 
Federation does not bury our members is, of course, suffi- 
cient reason for the vital Jewish education of many poor

THE FIRST JEWISH ARMY OFFICER 


In the interesting account of Major R. D. Q. Henriques’s 
and his family’s association with the Army, published in 
your issue of November 24, is the statement that his great- 
grandfather was the first Jew to hold the King’s commission. 

According to that 
eminent authority, the late Mr. Lucien Wolf (vide the

in 1884), the title belongs to Joshua Montefiore (1762-1843), 
who in a very full and remarkably active life, “served in 
various parts of the world, and in 1809, as an officer in the 
York Light Infantry, was at the taking of Martinique and 
Guadaloupe.” Joshua Montefiore was a younger brother 
of Joseph Elias Montefiore, who was the great-great-great-

HOW BELGIUM TREATS 
HER REFUGEES 


Specialised Camps 


INTELLIGENT REGULATIONS AND 
GOOD CONDITIONS 


While it is still uncertain whether or not Hitler is going 
to violate the neutrality of Belgium, that country has 
offered a new home to his victims. 

The opening ceremony of a refugee youths’ camp 


‘took place recently in the Belgian village of Exarde, 


near Ghent. It accommodates 200 boys between 14 
and 20 who escaped from Nazi Germany’ before the 
war. The home, being adapted from a former sana- 
torium, is well fitted with all modern and hygienic 
requirements. The boys sleep three in a room; hot and 
cold running water is available. 

The new camp is situated in the village itself and 
there is no fence or wall shutting it off. The inmates 
go to school in the camp. Apart from the schoo! discip- 
line no restrictions are imposed upon them. Refugee 
teachers are employed as far as possible. As in all! the 
other Belgian camps, a doctor supervises the inmates’ 
health. | 


A Graduating Centre 


For the first batch, boys were selected who were used 
to life in camp: they were, for some time, at Merxplas, the 
first refugee camp in Belgium. Merxplas originally con- 
tained all sorts of refugees, regardless of age and position. 

Five hundred were accommodated there in a section of 
a camp used for housing tramps and vagabonds, fori) 
persons sleeping on straw sacks in dormitories, Compul- 
sory training, strict discipline, and the forcible living 
together of youngsters, old refugees, and married men whose 
wives and children lived in Brussels or Antwerp proved 
unsatisfactory. 

Married men were therefore drafted to a family camp 
at Marnefie, an old castle beautifully situated in a huge 
park at the foot of the Ardennes. 480 persons are now 
accommodated in the castle—men and women up to siAly, 
and children up to sixteen. Each couple has its own room, 
with electric light, running water, and central heating. 

The children livé in their own hygienic nursery, and during 
the day they are looked after by their teachers. The adults 
are tcained as artisans for a new life overseas. The days 
work is organised for the grown-ups in the same way as in. 
the strictly run Merxplas camp; they rise at 6 a.m., com- 
pulsory domestic fatigues are allotted by rota. Training, 
of course, is compulsory. “Lights out” is at 10 p.m. 


Separation into Groups 


After the married mien had left, the older inhabitants of 
Merxplas .were sent off to a camp at Marchin, another. 
disused castle. Marchin accommodates 180 men between 
the ages of 45 and 60. They are mostly engaged in learning 
languages. There is no technical training, and the language 
classes are optional. 

The camp of Wortel is only three miles from Merxp!as 
and is reserved for orthodox Jews. The food provided is 
strictly kasher.. The camp has accommodation for 200, and 
houses at present 150, 50 of whom came from Antwerp. 
The camp is under the administration of Merxplas. It ts 
still rather crude and consists mainly of wooden barracks 
and a large and much appreciated sports ground. 

The Government is planning further camps,.and the neat 
will probably be at Lokeren. 

Just before the war the number of those who saw their 
only way out in illegal immigration from Nazi Germany was 
very high. While they all hope that Belgium's neutrality 
will be respected, every refugee in the camps has offered 
his services to the Belgian Government should it be required 
in an emergency. . 


BRITISH COUNCIL’S RESIDENT 
FOREIGNERS’ COMMITTEE 


ihe British Council, the cultural propaganda body 
subsidised by the .Government, has set up a_ Resident 
Foreigners’ Committee, which is organising a number of 
functions for refugees. The object is to promote social 
and cultural relations among foreigners now living here. 
_ The scheme was recently outlined by Sir John Power, 
M.P. for Wimbledon, the Treasurer of the British Council, 
at a dinner at the House of Commons. The first function, 
“a musical tea-party,” was held at Overseas House, ‘tI. 
James's, S.W., last week. Austrian refugees—some sixty 
of them—were the guests of honour. Yesterday writers 
and dramatists were entertained. Artists, lawyers, 
journalists, and dentists, are to be invited to separate 
functions; and there are to be two Anglo-German recep- 
tions.

Hicem’s Invaluable Work 


REFUGEES RELEASED 


{From our Correspondent—P aris] 


The French sifting committees, which have commenced 
work in various camps, have, I understand, released a con- 
siderable number of refugees. In one camp at least (and 
there is some talk of this applying generally), all refugees 
over 50 years of age have been freed. 

Five or six representatives of the Hicem are now visiting 
all the camps. They are compiling on the spot a complete 
dossier of every refugee who has a chance of emigrating. 
Their census is not yet completed, but they estimate that 
the number who will be able to emigrate within the next 
few months should be between 1,500 and 2,000. I am 
informed that the regulation that refugees must sail either in 
French or British ships is no longer insisted upon, provided 
the refugees embark in a French port. 

1 have heard from Hicem workers great praise of the 
kind and helpful attitude towards their representatives on 
the part of the military authorities, both in Paris and on 
the spot. 


Control by Local Officials 


Latest information about the position in a number of 
camps shows that no special regulations have been imposed 
by the Government. Everything depends on the local com- 
mandants: In one place fhe refugees were at first con- 
fined to their camp, but a new commandant has now given 
them much greater freedom and they are permitted to visit 
the neighbouring town. Work in the camps is not obliga- 
tory, although the inmates are expected to attend to the 
needs of the camp itself (for which they are given in some 
places extra rations-——wine, cheese, etc.), but volunteers are 
invited to work in adjacent villages. They move about 
unescorted 

Food and treatment are now good. Some commandants 
are making notable efforts in this direction. One, of them 
has provided a room for a synagogue and ordered a stove 
to be brought from town. Accommodation is necessarily 


of a temporary nature, but certain improvements are being : 


attempted. One camp lodged in army tents (the well-known 
Austrian journalist Baseches is one of its inmates) is being 
gradually transferred to barracks which are being specially 
built. Some 200 are already properly housed. 

Iwo trucks carrying blankets and warm clothing have 
been sent to the camps, the money for these supplies having 
been provided by the American “ Joint.” 


THe Refugee Committee of Antwerp has recently transferred 
its headquarters to a new building (58, Lamorinicrestraat) where 
all the alterations and decorations were carfied out by the 
refugees themselves. 


“B” CLASS DISABILITY 


M.P.s’ Delegation to Home Office 
(By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Some members of the Parliamentary Committee on 
Refugees, Major Cazalet, Miss Rathbone. Mr. David 
Grenfell, and Mr. T. E. Harvey, accompanied by representa- 
tives of the Central Refugees Committee at Bloomsbury 
House, interviewed the Under-Secretary for Home Affairs, 
Mr. Osbert Peake, last week. They put before him the 
position of those refugees who have not been considered 
by the tribunals as deserving of internment but are still 
subjected to the restrictions previously imposed on all 
enemy aliens. 

“ They pointed out that this category, known as Category 

B,” were seriously hampered in seeking employment by 
not being permitted to register at the Labour Exchanges, 
nor to travel beyond a radius of five miles from their place 
of residence without obtaining a police permit for each 
journey, also that they ‘felt keenly the stigma of being 
described on their identification papers as enemy. aliens, 
although many of them had been recogniséd by the tribunals 
as victims of Nazi oppression. . 

The deputation asked that those refugees should be given 
the same right of appealing from the tribunal decisions as 
is already granted to interned refugees, Category “A.” Mr. 
Peake promised to give this matter careful consideration.

Starting one. 

They have recently organised themselves into groups to 
perform their national songs and dances before the people 
of this country.

Scheme to Provide Clubs 


{From our Correspondent) 


Acting in conjunction with the Committee which was 
recently set up to deal with problems connected with Jewish 
evacuees, the Association for Jewish Youth is working on 
a scheme to provide clubs and similar institutions for Jewish 
children and adolescents. It will, of course, cover any area 

re there is anything like a concentration of Jewish 
ple, and although it 1s recognised as being no light task 
the co-operation of the local Jewish Community can help 
to make it possible. : | 

In Brighton, for example, something has already been 
done about the 500 or so Jewish child evacuees. Although 
the survey has not yet been completed in that town, arrange- 
ments have been made to use some accommodation kindly 
lent by Whittingehame College for club premises. 


CLUB MEMBERSHIP INCREASING 


One direct effect of the war has been to increase the 


number of visits per head of members in many Jewish clubs. 


Although owing to evacuation, National Service, etc., 
attendances. at clubs had dropped to a certain extent, there 
has recently been an increase in club memberships. This 
js directly attributable to the black-out, which somewhat 
robs one of the desire to travel out of the home district 
in search of entertainment yet do not feel satisfied to sit 
at home night after night. pa 

The attendances at some Jewish clubs are, I am told, 
reaching 80 per cent. of the total membership. The Jewish 
girls’ clubs are more than usually active. I understand that 
the Stepney Jewish Girls’ Club is- considering for the first 
time the introduction of a scheme which will allow the 
male friends of members to become associate members of 
the Club. This type of scheme has prevailed successfully 
at. the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club for some years. 
Both clubs are short of female “ managers ” (club helpers), 
and West Central wants, in addition, male helpers. The 
North London Jewish Girls’ Club, whose premises were 
taken over for National Service at the commencement of 
the war and who have been kept together as a unit by 
meeting at the Brady Settlement, will, | am told, eventually, 
find a home at the Shacklewell Lane Synagogue Hall.

KVACUATION OF JEWISH CHILDREN 


Plans for Entertainment 


A letter, signed by Mr. M. Sagon, on behalf of the Joint 
Emergency Committee for the Religious Education of Jewish 
Children from London, has been issued to the head teachers 
of Jewish centres. It states in part: 

The approach of the Christmas-time vacation has caused us, 
as it has the secular educational authorities, the greatest con- 
cern, having regard to the possibility that evacuated children 
may return home and not go back again afterwards to their 
reception areas. We realise that a proportion of teachers will 

> returning home, but it is quite certain that a large number 
wil] remain. It may be lb. therefore, to keep your Jewish 
centre alive during the vacation. If this can be done, we think 
that it would be best to give up the ordinary lessons and to 


‘Substitute some form of pleasurable mass activity. Gatherings 


of this kind need not, of course, all be confined to the days 
when the Hebrew lessons are normally given. We have in mind 
such things as sing-songs, concerts, or general social gatherings, 
or possibly, when the day is fine, a ramble in the surrounding 
country. Though our resources are sadly taxed, we should be 
willing to. make a small grant per head towards any expenditure 
that would be incurred. : 
We feel that activities of this kind may, at least in some 
Small. measure, further the object which the educational 
authorities have so much at heart, and which appeals to us 
Jews quite as much as it does to the rest of the community.

mittee for Jewish Evacuees, at a conference of Jewish 
Ministers of religion over which he presided. The meeting 
was held on Tuesday morning in the Rose Hertz Hall, 
Woburn House, W.C.1. 

Dr. Goodman gave the history of the Chief Rabbi's Com- 
mittee and said that three days after the declaration of war 
that Committee met when their tasks were huge and their 
financial resources nil. The-Chief Rabbi endeavoured to 
raise about £5,000, estimated as the initial sum required 
to begin with. Unfortunately, very little resulted from, 
representations made to Hon. Officers of leading Communal 
bodies. 

At a few places, prompt action was taken and four 
canteens were set up-—three in Bedfordshire, for the children 
evacuated with the Jewish Secondary Schools, and one at 
St. Ives, Hunts; by Miss S. Rabson. 

Proof of the Government's goodwill was shown as a result 
of the visit of the Chief Rabbi to the Ministry of Health 
on October 12. In a letter subsequently addressed to him, 
the Chief Rabbi was informed that the Government viewed 
with favour the setting up of these canteens and, subject to 
the co-operation of the local District Councils; were pre- 
pared to help in defraying the cost of equipment and 
sanction the deduction of a proportionate sum from the 
amounts paid to those with whom the children were billeted, 


“in view of their being relieved from the duty of ‘providing 


midday meals. 
; Apathy and Inertia 


In many places, said Dr. Goodman, the absence of 
immediate steps to. remedy the state ef affairs resulted in a 
steady deterioration of the desire for Kashrut. Apathy com- 
pleted that which inertia began. 

It was not easy to get the co-operation of the. parents. 
Out of over 300 parents of children in one. place, fewer 
than twenty replied to the offer of Kasher Canteens. This 
state of affairs was not, however, general, but. it 
symptomatic of the spirit prevailing in certain quarters. 

It was sometimes asked “Why not set up a’ Kasher 
Canteen in certain places without prior reference to 
parents?” But should such. a canteen be set up and have 
to be disbanded through lack of demand, after Government 
expense had been incurred and arrangements with billeters 
changed, not only a_loss of prestige was involved, but also 
something in the nature of a+“ Chillul Hashem” might 
ensue, and: jeopardise their activity in places where there 
was a genuine demand. Four new canteens would soon be 
opened. 

The interest of the Community and of the leading Com- 
munal bodies would have to be awakened, said Dr. Good- 
man, so that the necessary funds were forthcoming for 
initial non-recurring expense as well as for grants in aid 
to enable the use of canteens by children whose parents 
could not afford to pay or for refugee children 

Mr. E. Halevy. the Organising Secretary, gave a report 
on the conditians he had found in the various places he had 
visited. 

Those who took part in the ensuing discussion included 
Dayan Abramski, the Revs. I. Livingstone and B. Paletz, 
and Rabbi Klfein. 

Several resolutions were passed expressing grave concern 
at the..problems arising through the present conditions, 
appreciating the help given by non-Jews in the reception 
areas, appealing for donations (especially from the Board 
of Shechita), and pledging the support of the Ministers. 
Copies of the resolutions are to be forwarded to the United 
Synagogue, the Federation of Synagogues, the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, the Board of Shechita, to ministers 
who were unable to be present, and to the lay leaders of 
every Synagogue. 

Another conference is to be held in January.

Messages, to be treated like telegrams, will be received 
at Citizens’ Advice Bureaux at a charge of 7d. per message. 
They must be limited to twenty words and can be accepted 
only if they deal with purely family news and are sent to 
relatives. Messages can be accepted in English, French, or 
German, and it will be possible for one message only to be 
sent before. the Christmas-time holidays by the same person 

The Chief Postal Censor’s Department ts giving . special 
facilities for the forwarding of the forms, which will be 

-dealt with at Geneva. The whole initial cost of the scheme 
is being borne by contributions from the Red Cross and 
Refuece Committee funds.

Investments and Securities 


The National Savings campaign has achieved excel- 
lent results up to date. Recent figures show that in the 
first two weeks, sales of Savings Certificates amounted 
to £10,000,000, that is 13,250,000 certificates, while the 
new 3 per cent. Defence Bonds accounted for a further 
£11,250,000. 

Investors, having made such a fine first response to 
the nation’s call, must not now rest on their laurels. 
The needs of war call for a continuous effort,-and the 
Savings Certificates and Defence Bonds provide the 
ideal means of making it. 

In the early days of the war, there was justification 
for the advice to continue normal spending. It helped 
to bridge the change from peace to war conditions 
without undue hardship. Now, as the nation’s war 
effort gets more and more in its stride, consistent saving 
is essential in order that the nation’s full productive 
resources for war purposes may be at the disposal of 
the Government. 


SOUTH AMERICAN BANKING 


The recent strength of South American securities gives 
special interest to the report of the Bank of London and 
South America for the year to September 30. Profits for 
the year amounted to £472,286 against £466,476 previously. 
A final dividend of 3 per cent. again makes 5 per cent. tax 
free for the year, and there is £270,000 against £260,000 
placed to contingency reserve. This leaves the carry for- 
ward pfactically unchanged at £173,763. The accounts, of 
course, cover only one month of war conditions. but there 
is an interesting reflection in the various rates of exchange 
on which they are based. Nearly all the South American 
rates already show improvement compared with a year ago, 
for instance Brazil at Rs. 80.3 against Rs. 85.7, Ecuador 
at 8.60.45 against S.68.975 and Chile at $100.75 against 
$120.5. The Bank should share in any recovery in South 
American trade due to higher prices and greater demand 
for grain, meat, cotton and other primary products. 


ARISTON PROGRESS 


The steady progress of West African mining is well 
reflected in the report of Ariston Gold Mines (1929) Ltd. 
for the year to September 30. Output rose from 134,969 
tons to 159,219 tons, and over the last three months of the 
financial year, as the new Central Shaft came into opera- 
tion, the increase was from 13,500 to 16,250 tons monthly. 
Gold output realised £496,699 against £379,774 and the 
year's profit, after expenses and depreciation, was £267,602 
against £169,404. Dividends totalled 20 per cent. against 
74 per cent. and the interim dividend for the current year 
has been maintained at 10 per cent. There is £75,000 
against nil provided for taxation and £47,394 against 
£109,376 written off development. Working costs in the 


last three months of the year dropped ‘from 22s. 3d. to | 


19s. 6d. per ton and a further reduction is expected. With 
the completion of the Central Shaft large increases in ore 
reserves are anticipated, The company’s 2s. 6d. shares 
stand at 10s. 9d. x.d. 


LONDON AND RHODESIAN 


Total revenue of the London and Rhodesian Mining and 
Land Co. for the year to June 30 amounted to £96,986 
against £122,059 in the previous year. The main items 
to show a lower return were interest and dividends £50,589 
against £63,462 and profit on sale of shares £6,373 against 
£16,537. The latter is of course a reflection of the inactive 
condition of mining markets generally: After fees and 
expenses the year’s profit was £79,003 against £104,540 and 
the total dividend 74 per cent. against 10 per cent. There 
is £3,583 from profits written off mining options, etc., 
against £26,667 last year, but in addition £25,000 is taken 
from reserve to write d ‘n investments. These now have 
a value, it is stated, of ‘682,399 showing a surplus of 


£121,625 over book value. The lower dividend income no _ 


doubt largely reflects the reduced profit and dividends of 
the Cam and Motor Mine. 


WILUNA POSITION 


The Wiluna mine has more than once failed to conform 


to the expectations of the experts, the Chairman told share- 
holders at the annual meeting of the Wiluna Gold Cor- 
poration, and it would be unwise even now to exclude 
altogether the possibility of unexpectedly favourable 
developments.. Such a_ possibility however, on present 
appearances, must be considered too remote to influence 
policy. That will be to regard Wiluna as a “salvage 
proposition” and to concentrate on economy in every 
direction, which should ‘result in considerable saving, 
particularly on development expenditure. Working profits 


of the mine, he pointed out, would be regarded, not as 


income, but as return of capital, and the Australian com- 
ny would eventually return its cash to the Corporation 
in that form. 


THOUGHTFUL BOARD 


Shareholders in the British Tyre and Rubber Co. must 
appreciate the thoughtfulness of their Board of Directors.

WILUNA GOLD 


POLICY OF ECONOMY 


The ordinary general meeting of The Wiluna Gold Corpora- 
tion Limited was held on December 11 at 20, Aldermanbury, E.C. 

Sir Frederic Hamilton, who presided, after reviewing in detail 
the accounts of the Corporation and its subsidiary, said that the 
programme of intensive development and exploration referred to 
at the last general meeting had been duly carried out and the 
results could only be regarded as disappointing. In the main 
mine the evidence plainly indicated progressive impoverishment 
down to the 3,000 ft. level, and in the opinion both of Mr. 
Binns, the consulting engineer, and Mr. Carroll, the manager 
at Wiluna, it would be foolish to expend large sums on further 
exploration in that section of the mine at least. 

On the Happy Jack section they knew that. there was good ore 
at the 1,200 ft. level, which was the only level actually completed 
to date, and that satisfactory values were being disclosed on the 
recently commenced 600 ft. level. While there was little doubt 
that a fair amount of ore of a value.exceeding the mine average 
would be obtained from this area, only further development 
could demonstrate its extent, but from the work so far done it 
would be unwise to think that results there would compensate 


_ im any important degree for the falling off in the main section 


of the mine. 

There had been an appreciable reduction in ore reserves and 
the estimate at the end of March showed 1,468,000 tons of an 
average value of 3.9 dwt. That figure, of course, excluded ore 
developed on the Happy Jack section since March. It would 
seem to follow that future policy ought to be characterised by 
the avoidance of further capital expenditure, by limiting 
exploratory work in the main to the Happy Jack section, in 
the absence of definite encouragement elsewhere, and by strict 
economy in every department. That was the policy which the 
Board of the Wiluna Gold Mines had determined upon. 

It was impossible to give other than an approximate idea of 
the results of that policy in terms of profits. The unknown 
factors were too numerous. While the grade of the reserves had 
fractionally declined, the development of those reserves had 
already been paid for. Last year a working surplus per ton of 
Ss. Id. Australian had been shown, but the improved proceeds 
of controlled temperature roasting left an appreciably large: 
margin of profit. As against those favourable. factors must be 
reckoned the probability of a decreasing monthly output with 
the increase of costs which fhat inevitably entailed. The Aus- 
tralian company had in hand over £220,000 (Australian), and 
the amount was increasing each month. 

It seemed prudent on the facts as they knew them to-day to 
consider the mine from the view of a salvage proposition, and 
he had endeavoured to indicate broadly what the prospect would 
be if no new discoveries were made and no_ considerable 
quantity of fresh payable ore were opened up. At the same 
time it should. be borne in mind, in view of the past history of 
the mine, that although such a possibility seemed too remote 
to influence policy it should not be regarded as non-existent.’ 

The report was unanimously adopted. 


BRITISH TYRE AND RUBBER COMPANY 


| A SUCCESSFUL YEAR 
IMPORTANCE OF COUNTRY’S EXPORT TRADE 


The fifteenth annual general meeting of British Tyre and 
Rubber Company, Limited, was held on December 12, at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. : 

Sir Walrond Sinclair, K.B.E., Chairman and Managing 
Director of the Company, who presided, said it again gave the 
Directors pleasure to report further progress in the earnings of 
the business. The net profit amounted to £217,933, against 
£177,118, and it was the eighth successive year in which the 
Board had been able to report an increase in_ profit. 

During the greater part of the year they had enjoyed a norma! 
expansion in their trading activities, and had benefited by more 
stable conditions in respect to the cost of their basic raw 
materials—especially rubber. The immediate effect of the out- 
break of war had been a sharp increasé in demand for the 
Company's products. Fortunately, with the advantage of well- 
balanced stocks, they had been in a position to meet the 
abnormal situation. 

The year’s results fully justified the maintenance of the 
ordinary dividend at the same level as for the past five years by 
the payment of a final 44 per cent., making 8 per cent. for the 
ear. On the matter of bonus, after careful consideration, the 

irectors had decided.to recommend a bonus of 3 per cent., 


as against 2 per cent., thus maintaining the distribution on the 


same level as for the last three years, plus an additional one 
per cent.-to cover the increased rate of income tax. All their | 
subsidiary companies had again made profits, the India Rubber, 
Gutta Percha, and Telegraph Works Co. showing profits of 
£60,485, against £32,608. The main feature in the balance-sheet 
was again the satisfactory ratio of current assets to current 
liabilities—the surplus of assets amounting to £478,687, com- 
pared with £460,401 a year ago. 

At the outbreak of war, the rubber industry had reacted to the 
altered situation promptly and in a manner worthy of the 
occasion, and a Voluntary Control Panel had been set up. 
Taken as a whole, the increased prices since the commence- 
ment of hostilities were unquestionably less than the actual 
additional cost of raw materials to the manufacturing under- 
takings. An important aspect of trading conditions was that 
while, with a nation at war, their national effort must first be 
directed to the adequate equipment and efficient maintenance 
of the armed forces and to the preservation of essential services 
at home, it was equally important they should not overlook the 
fact that the nation was so vitally dependent on overseas trade.

PROFOUND MUSIC PROFOUNDLY 
INTERPRETED 


L.P-O.’s Coliseum Triumph 


Listening to the London. Philharmonic Orchestra at the 
Coliseum on Sunday evening, again and again one felt 
anxiety lest this magnificent creation and its magnificent 
creator, Sir Thomas Beecham, should become a war casualty, 


- To us Londoners it is the one remaining source of’ profound 


music profoundly interpreted. 

That was true not only of the Sibelius Second Symphony 
which ended the programme but of the Linz Symphony 
which came in the middle of the first half. For those who 
are not content to listen to snippets drawn from the musical 
ragbag. listening to both these symphonies was refreshment 
at the well of living water which. is mspired music. And 
the water was clear and fresh as presented to us, not muddied 
and soiled by shallow silted channels. 

That clarity and freshness were aS evident in the finer 
subtleties of the part playing as in the ensemble work, 
so that every phrase was a joy cumulatively contributing to 
a total effect of grandeur. 


THE BOYD NEEL ORCHESTRA 


The Boyd Neel Orchestra has lost its founder-conductor, 
but long may it retain nis name! Bernard Naylor, who 
was in charge at its concert in the Wigmore Hall, is almost 
the antithesis of Boyd Neel in his manner of. conducting, 
but he gets results, if not such exquisite results as his 
predecessor. 

After Handel, Mozart, and Chaikovsky, the programme 
transferred to later composers, via the transition piece of 
the Czech composer Suk, * Meditation on an Old Bohemian 
Carol.”

DR. MALCOLM SARGENT 


Dr. Malcolm Sargent was given a warm welcome on his

THE AWAKENING OF “MINNIE” 
Film Department Gets Busy 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


The film department of the Ministry of Information, 
of which Sir Joseph Ball is Director, is getting very 
busy. A number of documentary films are about to 
be made, and two are nearly ready for release to the 
public. One of these, which should be completed in 
about three weeks’ time, is about the balloon barrage 
and the men who control it. The other, “ With All Our 
Might,” explains the purpose of the National Register. 

Two coloured poster-type films will be made shortly, 
one for the man in the street and the other for the 
Services, warning against gossip and the spreading of 
inside information. A documentary intended as com- 
panion: to the balloon barrage film will deal with 
munition workers. 

Then there will be two documentaries of the reassuring 
type: one about the Navy, showing the impossibility of 
our being starved out, and one about the Bren gun, that 
will convince us all that we are splendidly armed to 
resist any foe. There will also be a: film of the 
evacuated children, showing changed conditions in "the 
countryside, not forgetting the squire on a bicycle. 

Besides these, which will surely fill a noticeable gap 
in Our cinema entertainment, the Ministry is to make 
some silent propaganda pictures for African natives. 


“AT THE CIRCUS "—Empire, Leicester Square (“U”

Great stuff this, for Marx fans, and even for the many 
who have found their previous films “not so funny after 
all.” The circus: atmosphere provides a first-rate back- 
round for this American more-than-crazy gang, and there 
is a very high percentage of genuinely funny super-siapstick, 
as well as the usual collection of Groucho quick-cracks. 

Harpo has his usual array of musical instruments, includ- 
ing some very useful percussion, and Chico is as absurdly 
full of gaucheries as ever, but it is Groucho who is the life 
of the party. There are dull moments in the film—the 
romance is less than tenuous, and not everybody will enjoy 
Harpo’s musical entertainments. 

But the climax, with four frightened young men on a 
flying trapeze, not to mention an elderly female and a 
gorilla, is one of the greatest serio-comic circus acts ever 
shot. It is magnificently. built up to extract the last ounce 
of thrills and the last spasm of uncontrollable laughter. 


“COME ON, GEORGE "—Leicester Square Theatre 
(*“ U ” Certificate) | 

George Formby’s ambition to make a film about horse 
racing, in which he would do the riding, has now been 
realised. In this tale of a fierce racehorse which he is 
tricked into riding in an important steeplechase, George 
shows us that he can handle a horse as skilfully as he does 
a ukelele. 
charming. 

This is a straightforward Formby comedy that will delight 
his many fans, but I doubt-if it will create ‘any more for 
him. Patricia Kirkwood, as his girl friend, acts nicely, 
and there is good work from the small boy, Ronald Stagges. 


“ESPIONAGE AGENT "—Warner Theatre (“ A” Cert.) 


Everyone knows that the diplomatic service of the Anglo-
